GENERAL REPORT. 



STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 

Oppicb op the Sbcrbtaby, 
Brattleboro, Vt., April 1, 1910. 

To His Excellency, 

George H. Prouty, Governor, 

Sir : — I have the honor to submit the Seventeenth report of 
the State Board of Health for the biennial period ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1909.

The report for the biennial period of 1908 and 1909 is one 
of continued service with satisfactory advancement of general 
sanitation on various lines through the state. The people are 
apparently desirous that measures shall be adopted that are cal- 
culated to protect them from all things that in any way impair 
their health or vigor and thus tend ultimately to death. Individ- 
uals and communities are often powerless to eliminate the envir- 
onment of noxious and unhealthy conditions which, either from 
their own neglect or the indifference of others, threatens the con- 
tinued health of their families and the good name of their town. 
We are made aware of this by the increasing calls for advice and 
assistance from both municipalities and individuals. 

The Secretary has travelled in the discharge of his duties by 
rail, 15,417 miles, by horse power 334 miles. Has sent by mail 
9,171 pieces. 

The increased duties devolving upon the Secretary requiring 
his presence in his office compelled the board to exercise the 
authority given it by the last legislature and employ an Inspector 
in the person of E. H. Buttles, M. D., of Brandon, and an 
Engineer, Prof. J. W. Votey, of Burlington. 

The result of their work has added much to the accomplish- 
ment of increased efficient service. The inspector has visitec?

many towns for the purpose of inspecting the sanitary condi- 
tion of the schoolhouses and other public buildings, or investigat- 
ing the conditions attending the presence of some of the infec- 
tious diseases. For this purpose he has traveled by rail over 
7,000 miles, by horse conveyance 255 miles, with the result that 
measures have been instituted which improved the sanitary con- 
ditions and prevented, or cut short, infectious diseases. 

The engineer has been of great service in the work of con- 
sidering plans of many public buildings, advising relative to 
their sanitary construction, as related to light, heat and ventila- 
tion; the installing of fire escapes on new buildings, as well as 
those already standing, and in recommending the best means of 
disposing of sewage. One hundred and twelve public buildings 
have been inspected. 

The efficiency of the board is often curtailed by the lack of 
prompt action in prosecuting violations of, or failure to comply 
with, Sections of the Public Statutes relative to public health. 
Grand jurors indict but the State's Attorneys fail to press the 
prosecutions; weeks and months elapse before anything is done. 
Prompt action is most desirable. This delay caused by the ex- 
cessive work in the offices of the various prosecuting Attorneys 
would be somewhat relieved if an Attorney was appointed as a 
member or special officer of the board. 

PURE WATER. 
Under the requirements of Chapter 227 of the Public Stat- 
utes, Section 5499 requires that we shall make a report of our 
work under what is known as the water Act. Of the ground 
water, which means wells, we have caused to be examined at the 
laboratory during the biennial period, 1095 specimens tak^ 
from different sections of this state. Of them, 405 were normal ; 
140 showed present pollution; 247 past pollution; 323 past and 
present pollution. The examination of surface waters was 1548. 
Of them, 257 were normal; 176 were polluted, making of both 
ground and surface waters a total of 2643. The necessity of a 
pure supply of water is being more and more appreciated by 
states, municipalities and the people. 

In a paper read at the International Engineers' Confess in 
1904, Allen Hazen, one of the most distinguished experts on 
water purification, has shown that in five cities having a polluted 
water supply, on acquiring pure water not only was the death 
rate from typhoid reduced 81 per cent, but that there was a 
marked reduction in the general death rate; that for one less 
death from typhoid fever, there were two or three less from other 
causes, especially from gastro-intestinal diseases. This has been 
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confirmed by Professor Sedgwick, as well as by our experience in 
Burlington after the introduction of their filter plant. The 
death from gastro-intestinal diseases dropped twenty per c^it. 
The last legislature evinced their appreciation of the 
necessity of preventing the pollution of our waters by the 
passage of Act No. 171. ** To prohibit the discharge of sewage 
or ot^er polluted matter into the waters of ponds or lakes 
wholly within this state. ' ' The Supreme Court has handed down 
a decision sustaining this board in enforcing the statutes relative 
to prohibiting the use of polluted water. The following is a copy 
of the decision. 

POLLUTED WATER. 

It is a most serious condition when the water supply of a 
municipality is polluted. Not only are the users of such water 
likely to contract typhoid fever, but gastro-intestinal, kidney and 
other infections arise. Knowing the existence of such concUtions 
the law imposes upon the health authorities the duty of prohibit- 
ing the use of such water for domestic purposes. In an address 
by Justice Brewer 6f the United States Supreme Court before 
the Municipal Section of the International Congress on Tubercu- 
losis held in Washington last year, he said that the duty and 
authority of health officials to control and remove unsanitary 
cdnditions was derived from the police power of the state, a 
power which had never been delegated to the general govern- 
ment, but remained as a power of each state. As an illustration 
of this he said that when a municipality's water supply was pol- 
luted, that the board of health had, under this police power, the 
authority to prohibit its use. It is interesting to note that this is 
practically the same interpretation that is given by Chief Justice 
Rowell to the exercise of this power by the health authorities of 
this state in the St. Johnsbury case. The following is a copy of 
his decision in this case. 

** Appeal in Chancery, Caledonia County; Alfred A. Hall, 
Chancellor. 

**Bill by the State Board of Health against the Village of 
St. Johnsbury and others. Decree for orator, and defendants' 
appeal. Reversed and dismissed as to one defendant, reversed 
pro forma as to the others, and remanded. 

** Argued before Rowell, C. J., and Munson, Watson, Haselton, 
and Powers, J.J. 

** Elisha May and Harry Blodgett for appellants, Robert W. 
Simonds, State's Attorney, for appellee. 

** Rowell y C, J. This is a bill in chancery brought by and in the 
names and official capacity of the persons composing the State 
Board of Health against the village of St. Johnsbury and divers 
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takers of water resident therein for the enforcement of an order 
made by the board prohibiting the furnishing and the use of 
the village water for domestic purposes till such a time. The 
order was made and issued in July, 1906, and recited that the 
Board found and was of the opinion that the water taken from 
the Passumpsic river at the point where the village was then 
taking it, and as supplied by it to the inhabitants thereof by its 
water system, was so contaminated, unwholesome, and impure 
that the use of it for domestic purposes endangered the public 
health; and it prohibited the drawing and the use thereof for 
said purposes until, in the opinion of the Board, the danger 
ceased. But it expressly permitted the drawing and use for 
laundry purposes, flushing waterclosets, sprinkling lawns and 
streets, watering gardens, and for stable purposes. The order 
was served on tiie trustees of the village, but not on the village 
itself, on the school directors, and 134 takers, a large number of 
whom obeyed it, but many did not, and they are defendants. 
After the bill was brought, the village itself, its newly elected 
trustees, and its clerk, were made defendants. The statute under 
which the order was made gave the Board the general oversight 
and care of all waters, streams, and ponds used by any cities, 
towns, villages, or public institutions, or by any water or ice com- 
panies in this state as sources of water supply, and of all springs, 
streams, and water courses tributary thereto, and authorized tiie 
Board to prohibit any town, city, village public institution, in- 
dividual, or water or ice company from using water or ice from 
any given source whenever, in its opinion, the same was so con- 
taminated, unwholesome, or impure that the use thereof endan- 
gered the public health. The statute as it was when the bill was 
brought, and as it now is, provides that the court of chancery 
'may' on application therefor by the Board enforce any order, 
rule, or regulation that the Board may make under and by virtue 
thereof. P. S. 5496. 

**The defendant Elisha May demurs to the bill for that under 
its allegations the board has no authority to maintain the bill in 
its own name ; that the statute does not provide for notice of a 
hearing by the Board, nor for notice of any action by it to con- 
demn the water ; and that it does not allege that any notice was 
given in these respects. The village, its three trustees who were 
made defendants after the bill was brought, and Preston E. May, 
its clerk, jointly demur for want of equity, and because the bil 
does not charge them nor any of them with any short-comings nor 
wrongdoings, nor contain any prayer for relief against them, and 
because said May is not a proper party. They f lurther demur for 
substantially the same causes assigned in the demurrer of the 
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defendant Elisha May. The bill discloses no reason for making 
Preston E. May a party defendant, except that he is clerk. But 
that is no reason, for he is a mere recording officer, and not an 
administrative officer. The bill should be dismissed as to him, 
but without costs, for the orators are acting in their official capa- 
city as state officers, and to make them pay costs would be makmg 
the state pay costs, which it does not do in cases distinctively 
of public concern certainly. But the trustees are proper parties, 
though not charged with anything amiss, for the bill alleges that 
they have the management and control of the affairs of the vil- 
lage, including the water system, subject to the ultimate control 
of the village, and therefor they can be decreed against in their 
official capacity if need be. North Troy School District v. Town 
of Troy, 80 Vt. 24, 66 Atl. 1033. And the village is, of course, 
a proper if not a necessary party for it owns the water system in 
question. It is objected that the bill should have been brought 
by the state and not by the Board. But we construe the statute 
to mean that it may be brought by the Board. 

"It is further objected that the prohibition authorized by the 
statute must be absolute, and not limited ; that no order could law- 
fully be made by the Board in restraint of the personal liberty of 
the citizen, for, if water was furnished by the village in its mains 
and taken into the houses, the board had no authority to punish 
tiiose who used it for domestic purposes ; that the owners of the 
houses had the right to drink it, and their tenants had the same 
right, even though forbidden by them; that the order cannot 
be enforced against either, nor can either be dealt with by the 
court for contempt; that the Board could, at most, only stop the 
village from pumping water into its mains, but that the court 
cannot eflfectually enforce the order even if binding without 
notice or opportunity to be heard, nor make the order pi-ayed for 
until it has heard all the matters in issue ; and that the bill does 
not present any issue that the defendants can answer, and 
demand a trial de novo as to the fitness of the water for domestic 
purposes. 

" As to personal liberty, our BiU of Rights declares that gov- 
ernment is, or ought to be, instituted for the common benefit pro- 
tection and security of the people, nation, or community, and not 
for the particular emolument or advantage of any single man, 
family or set of men who are a part only of that community. 
Closely allied to this fundamental proposition is the further dec- 
laration that the people of the state by their legal representatives 
have the sole, inherent, and exclusive right of governing and regu- 
lating the internal police of the state. This right the state did 
not surrender when it became a member of the Union but retains

it still ; and that right, to say the least, embraces such reasonable 
rules and regulations, established directly by legislative enact- 
ment, as will protect the public healft and public safety. And 
the state may invest local or state boards created for administrar 
tive purposes with authority in some proper way to safeguard 
the public health and the public safety. The way in which 
these results are to be accomplished is within the discretion of 
the state, provided the powers and fimctions of the general gov- 
ernment are not thereby infringed, nor any constitutional provis- 
ion of the state nor the United States. 

**We come now to consider more especially what personal lib- 
erty is as secured by constitutional provision ; and on this ques- 
tion we refer to Jacobson v. Massachusetts, 197 U. S. 11, 25 Sup. 
Ct. 358, 49 L. Ed. 643, which affirms the legality of compulsory 
vaccination for the prevention of smallpox. There the plaintiff 
in error insisted that his liberty was invaded when the common- 
wealth subjected him to fine and imprisonment for refusing to 
submit to vaccination ; that the compulsory vaccination law was 
unreasonable, arbitrary, and oppressive, and therefore hostile to 
the inherent right of every free man to care for his own body 
and health in such way as to him seemed best ; and that the execu- 
tion of such a law was nothing short of an assault upon his per- 
son. But the court said that the liberty secured by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States to every person within its jurisdiction 
does not impart an absolute right in each person to be at all 
times and in all circumstances wholly free from restraints to 
which every person is necessarily subject for the common good ; 
that on any other basis organized society could not exist with 
safety to its members; that society based on the principle that 
every man is a law unto himself would soon be confronted with 
disorder and anarchy ; that real liberty could not exist under the 
operation of a principle that recognizes the right of each individ- 
ual person to use his own whether in respect of his person or his 
property, regardless of the injury that might be done to others ; 
that that court had more than once recognized it as a fundamen- 
tal principle that persons and property are subject to all kinds 
of restraints and burdens in order to secure the general comfort, 
health, and prosperity of the state, of the perfect right of the 
Legislature to do which no question was ever raised, nor on gen- 
eral principles ever can be raised as far as natural persons are 
concerned. It is said in Crowley v. Christensen, 137 U. S. 86, 11 
Sup. Ct. 13, 34, L. Ed. 620, that the possession and enjoyment of 
all rights are subject to such reasonable conditions as may be 
deemed by the governing authority essential to the safety, health, 
peace, good order, and morals of the commimity ; that even lib- 
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erly itself, the greatest of all rights, is not unrestrained license 
to act according to one's own will; that it is only freedom from 
restraint, under conditions essential to the equal enjoyment of 
the same right by others, and is, therefore, liberty regulated by 
law. 

**And this court said in Lawrence v. Rutland Railroad Co., 
80 Vt. 370, 383, 67 Atl. 1091, 15 L. R. A. (N. S.) 350, concern- 
ing the right to contract, that it is not an absolute right, but 
subject, on general principles, to such reasonable restraint as the 
public good requires ; that it is the general right to acquire prop- 
erty and by necessary implication the general right to contract 
concerning it, that the Constitution protects but that the protec- 
tion does not make those rights absolute in all respects, for if it 
does, what becomes, the court asks, of the police power, which 
inheres in every free government, and is based on the maxim that 
you shall so use your property as not to injure the rights of others 
which is a universal and pervading obligation and a condition 
on which all property is held, the application of which to parti- 
cular conditions must necessarily be within the reasonable dis- 
cretion of the Legislature; and that when such discretion is ex- 
ercised in a given case by means appropriate and reasonable, not 
oppressive nor discriminatory, it is not subject to constitutional 
objection. 

** It is to be noted that the demurrer admits the truth of the 
allegation of the bill that many analyses of the water showed it 
to be contaminated, unwholesome, and impure, and of such a 
character and quality that its use for domestic purposes was a 
menace and a danger to the public health. If the mode adopted 
by the state for the protection of the public health and safety of 
its local communities proves to be objectionable, inconvenient, or 
even distressing to some if nothing more can reasonably be aflSrm- 
ed against the statute, the answer is that it was the duty of the 
constituted authorities primarily to keep in view the welfare and 
safety of the many, and not to permit their interests to be sub- 
ordinated to the wishes nor the convenience of the few. But 
there is, of course, as said in the Jacobson case, a sphere within 
which the individual may assert the supremacy of his own will, 
and rightfully deny the authority of the government to interfere 
with its exercise. It is equally true, however, that in every case 
where the constituted authorities are charged with the duty of 
conserving the welfare and safety of the general public, the 
rights of the individual in respect of his liberty may at times 
under the pressure of great danger be restricted by reasonable 
rules and regulations, as the safety of the general public may 
demand. And it is not for the courts to determine as to the 
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mode likely to be most effective to protect the public against 
disease, unless that which the Legislature has done comes within 
the rule that if a statute, purporting to have been enacted for 
the protection of the public health, the public safety, or the public 
morals, has no just relation to those objects, or is unquestionably 
a plain, palpable invasion of constitutional rights, in which case 
it is the duty of courts so to adjudge, and thereby give effect to 
the Constitution. But the statute under consideration cannot be 
said to be palpably in conflict with the Constitution, state or 
federal; nor can it be confidently asserted that the means pre- 
scribed by it have no just relation to the protection of the public 
health and the public safety. It must be held, therefore, as the 
case is presented, that the Board has authority, if properly exer- 
cised, to restrain the defendants as it did. 

"But it is said that it did not properly exerteise its authority 
in this behalf, for that its proceedings lack due process of law, in 
that no notice of its proposed action was given nor opportunity 
to be heard afforded. The defendants do not claim, as we un- 
derstand their brief and could not well claim, that notice and 
an opportunity to be heard before the Board were essential to 
due process of law, unless the order is final ; but they claim that 
it is the intention of the statute to make it final and conclusive, 
and to give the court no authority to inquire into its correctness, 
but only to enforce it. But the statute does not mean that. It 
says, that the court *may' enforce the order. This evidently 
means, not that it must enforce it as a duty, but only that it may 
enforce it or not in its discretion, to the proper exercise of which 
it must proceed on inquiry, and render judgment only after trial. 
So the order is not final and conclusive, and the bill presents an 
issue that the defendants can answer, and they may answer, and 
have a trial on the merits, as agreed by counsel. 

*'The objection that the order cannot be enforced if valid is 
not sustainable, for, if the court thinks it ought to be enforced, 
an order of its own will supervene upon it, and be of such a char- 
acter that its enforcement will enforce the order of the Board. 

**It is further objected in a supplemental brief that the order 
of the Board is not against the village, that notice of it was never 
served upon the village, and that consequently it cannot be en- 
forced against the village. But notice of it was served upon the 
trustees of the village, and that was notice to the village, as they 
were its chief executive officers. Nichols v. City of Boston, 98 
Mass. 39, 93 Am. Dec. 132. So notice to the president of a bank 
concerning matters within the sphere of his official authority is 
notice to the bank. Porter v. Bank of Rutland, 19 Vt. 410, 425. 
And the language of the order clearly embraces the village. It 
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is: ''You are hereby prohibited from furnishing, or permitting 
to be furnished, any water taken from the above described water 
source for domestic purposes in any way until," etc. — ^and the 
village was the only furnisher of water from that source for any 
purpose. 

"Decree reversed as to Preston E. May, and bill dismissed 
as to him without costs. Decree reversed pro forma as to the 
other defendants. Cause remanded. ' ' 

RUTLAND WATER— TYPHOID FEVER. 

During the last six months of 1909 fifty-one cases of typhoid 
fever developed. This was not unexpected as previous inspecticm 
of the watershed from which the city derives its water supply, 
there had been discovered several points from which pollution 
might at any time become active thus rendering the water dan- 
gerous. 

Recommendations for removal of these dangerous conditions 
had been made but the City Council delayed and neglected to 
take any action to prevent such pollution. 

On the first appearance of these cases the State Board, the 
^ispector of the Board, the Health OflScer of the City, made sev- 
eral visits to the watershed, making a careful inspection of all 
the conditions. On one or more of these visits we were accom- 
panied by the Mayor and members of the city Board of Health. 
Sewage from several houses, the drainage from stables, pig pens, 
manure piles and privies were found discharging directly intp 
the stream from which the water is secured, or in such a way as 
ultimately to reach said stream. The persons who were thus 
polluting these waters having had their attention called to this, 
but neglected to take any eflBcient means to prevent such pollu- 
tion, hence it became necessary to, and the Board did on the 4th 
of October 1909, issue the following general order with a special 
communication to M. E. Wheeler. 

''All persons are prohibited from discharging into the Men- 
don Branch of East Creek and its tributary streams or upon 
their banks, or upon lands draining into said waters, any human 
excrement, house sewage, drainage from barn yards and pig 
pens, or any other refuse or polluting matter tending to corrupt 
or impair the quality of said waters for drinking purposes ; and 
from maintaining any dry closets, where the surface drainage is 
towards said streams, unless daily disinfected by dry earth, ashes, 
or chloride of lime, in sufficient quantity to fully cover the de- 
posits therein. 

Violations of these rules, regulations and orders will subject 
persons to the penalty of the law."

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A letter to Mr. M. E. Wheeler, Rutland, Vt. 

Dear Sir : — We have made a general order establishing rules 
and regulations to prevent the pollution of the waters in Men- 
don furnishing the water supply for the City of Rutland, which 
will be posted in Mendon to protect the said water supply from 
contamination. 

However, you having most emphatically expressed to this 
Board your desire **to do everything in your power to prevent 
the pollution of the water supply of the City of Rutland'' and 
at your request that we give you such directions as will enable 
you to properly care for the sewage and drainage of your own 
property, we hereby direct that 

1. The end of the sewer near the brook should be immediate- 
ly and effectually closed so that no discharge can escape from it. 

2. You shall at once employ Professor J. W. Votey of the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, and have him examine the conditions and 
determine upon a system of sewerage for your cottages and farm 
houses and buildings which will effectually take care of the sew- 
age and drainage so that there will be no danger of polluting th^ 
water courses. 

3. This sewerage system should be established with all possible 
despatch.

The following letter was forwarded to the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen, City of Rutland, on October 20, 1909. 

To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen City of Rutland. 

Gentlemen: — The investigations made by this Board into 
the quality of the water supply of your city lead to the conclus- 
ion that the quality of your present supply is open to serious 
question for the following reasons : 

1st. The present outbreak of typhoid fever and other diarrheal 
diseases in your city is without much doubt due to water pollu- 
tion, although the definite location of the case or cases that have 
infected this supply has not been found. 

2nd. The presence of several houses and outbuildings on the 
watershed so located as to drain into the Mendon stream, espec- 
ially at times when the surface drainage is increased by heavy 
rains and melting snow. 

3rd. The proximity of a much traveled highway to the stream. 

4th. The laboratory analyses of the water which during the 
past two months show quite uniformly sewage pollution. 
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We therefore, beg leave to urge very emphatically on your 
eity the necessity of taking early measures to improve the quality 
of your water supply. 

This may be accomplirfied in several ways : (A) by utilizing 
the present source, Mendon Branch, with such additional supply 
as may be drawn by gravity from other natural sources, like the 
Eddy Brook or the Chittenden Branch. We wish to emphasize 
the necessity, however, if this plan is followed, of a filtration 
plant which would be necessary on accoimt of the constant dan- 
ger of accidental pollution from the highways along the Men- 
don and Chittenden Branches, as well as the house and bam 
drainage of the area drained by these streams, and the vegetable 
matter which the water of Chittenden Branch contains. In case 
the Mendon stream alone is utilized, even if all house and 
bam drainage could be eliminated, the drainage from the high- 
way would still require the adoption of a filter to make the water 



(B) Another method of improving this water supply is by 
seeking an entirely new source, like one or both branches of Cold 
River, and still a third method (C) is by utilizing the present 
source in combination with an entirely new source. 

These possibilities were tborougUy treated in a report made 
to your City government less than a year ago by Mr. George C. 
Whipple of New York, after a careful examination of your water 
resources. Your attention is called to this report. 

This Board has been ready to do all in its power to free the 
watershed drained by Mendon Branch of all buildings that 
seemed to endanger the purity of your supply. In 1905, it 
sought the co-operation of your government in removing certain 
buildings that were a distinct menace to the purity of your 
water. Your Board of Aldermen at that time failed to adopt the 
necessary resolutions which should have enabled us to accomplish 
this. The condition as far as these buildings is concerned is 
very much the same now as four years ago. 

Recently this Board has adopted certain Rules, looking to 
the protection of the watershed about Mendon Branch, and 
everything possible will be done to have these Rules respected. 

We recognize, however, that this is only a make-shift, and 
that some radical action is now demanded to relieve your people 
permanently from all danger from polluted water. 

We therefore, call your attention to this matter, and we 
shall expect prompt action on your part. Any assistance that 
can be rendered by this Board in this connection will be at your 
service.

That the city of Rutland has for more than five years last 
past had and now has a water system for the supplying of water 
for the domestic and other purposes to the inhabitants of said 
city and to and for the use of the public buildings in said city, 
and for use for drinking purposes at public places, and of indi- 
viduals, families and private consumers of water in said city; 
that the water for said water system and said water supply all

Rules and regulations promulgated by the State Board of Health, 
Vermont. 

To prevent the pollution of the water supply of the city of 
Rutland, the State Board of Health, by virtue of the authority 
vested in said board by the laws of the State of Vermont, here- 
by make and promulgate the following rules, regulations and 
orders: 

All persons are prohibited from discharging into the Men- 
don Branch of East Creek and its tributary streams, or upon 
their banks, or upon the lands draining into said waters, any 
human excrement, house sewage, drainage from bam yards and 
pig pens, or any other refuse or polluting matter, tending to cor- 
rupt and impair the qualities of said waters for drinkmg pur- 
poses; and from maintaining any dry closet, where the surface 
drainage is towards said stream, unless daily disinfected by dry 
earth, ashes, or chloride of lime in sufficient quantity to fully cov- 
er the deposits therein. 

Violations of these rules, regulations liind orders will sub- 
ject persons to the penalty of the law.

However, when these sources of pollution are removed and 
no longer menace the purity of the water, the highway which 
runs beside this stream and crosses it at several places, will con- 
tinue to be a menace to its purity. This will call for some means 
of filtering the water. Attention is also called to the fact that 
the present supply is insuflBcient, hence an increased volume of 
water must in some way be sought. 

LABORATORY OF HYGIENE. 
The report of the Director of the Laboratory is herewith 
transmitted for your consideration. 
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The work has continued to increase in all its departments. 
The authority under which the board organized the laboratory 
specifically stated the purposes which it was intended it should 
serve. There have been added to its original departments the 
Medico-Legal work, the Pure Food and the examination of the 
various intoxicating liquors, which any wholesaler may desire to 
sell to a licensee under the present local option laws. If the 
work which has been performed by the laboratory since its or- 
ganization had been paid for at the ordinary charges made at 
any private laboratory, it would show that a sum has been saved 
to the State sufficient to pay all the expenses of every depart- 
ment of the board. 

DIVORCES. 

The continued increase of divorces is one sufficiently alarm- 
ing to call for especial attention from every citizen who has the 
welfare of the State at heart. Since 1886 it has grown from one 
divorce to every 20.03 marriages, to one in every 7.79. This 
state of affairs involves the question of citizenship in its moral, 
religious and physical aspects. 

The church should arouse itself to its responsibility and 
duty, to instruct all that can in any way be reached by its teach- 
ings, that the welfare and stability of the State depends upon 
the character of its homes. It has been said that the greatest 
menace of the Republic today is to be foimd in the decadence 
of its home. With the father given wholly over to business, 
politics or pleasure ; the mother devoting lier time to clubs, fash- 
ions or idle pleasure; the children left to themselves, securing 
their moral training from the street, it is no wonder that public 
corruption is rife. The home is the fountain head of public 
morals. If a considerable number of its homes are disrupted, 
torn and annihilated so that the children of these homes, the 
future citizens of the State, are deprived of the sweet and pure 
influences which it is their inherent right to enjoy and by which 
their character as men and women who are to be made, are 
dwarfed and ruined, it follows that the state crumbles and 
anarchy ensues. 

In entering the marriage state, the man and the woman 
assume not only obligations to each other, but to the state and 
to their children, who are wards of the state. These responsibili- 
ties cannot be laid aside without the consent of the state, hence 
the duty of the state to iself before allowing an action to take 
place which strikes at its permanence, which if multiplied, will 
cause its destruction, is not only to demand that the guarantee 
given by persons who enter the marriage relation shall continue 
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** until death do them part," and that the vows taken shall be 
faithfully fulfilled. 

The school should supplement the work of the church, 
especially the high schools and academies, by having the atten- 
tion of these classes called to the model home and its relation to 
the State and its citizenship. The state should demand greater 
publicity by requiring a public announcement of the intention 
of parties to marry for some weeks previous to the consumation 
of such intention. 

Of the causes given for granting divorces, it will be noticed 
that 258 have been desertion and iatolerable severity, whioh is 
nearly 65 per cent. It would seem that the state ought to make 
an effort to correct this. So satisfactory has been the ** non-sup- 
port law" enacted by congress in 1906 for the District of Colum- 
bia, * that it has 'been copied by other governments and might 
well be by our own legislature. 

VITAL STATISTICS. 

The importance of vital statistics are of especial value in 
public health work and for legal purposes. It has been truth- 
fully said **that to the sanitarian they are what the chart and 
compass are to the mariner, without them he knows not whence 
he (\ame nor whither he goes." We learn the important fact 
that the lengthening of human life, in countries where a care- 
ful record of vital statistics has been kept, has been in Geneva, 
in three hundred years from 21.2 to 39.7 years; an increase of 
18.5 years or more thai! 6 years each century. In England and 
Wales from 1838 to 1900, from 40.8 to 45.9;. an increase of 5.1 
years. In this state from 1857 to 1909, a period of 52 years, 
from 38.28 to 48.22 years; an increase of 9.94 years. This in- 
crease in the length of life is the direct result of the gradual im- 
proved hygenic conditions under which people are now living. 
The births, marriages or deaths of most people reaching mature 
life, at some time becomes a subject of legal consideration. The 
attendance in school, the time at which the duties and privileges 
of majority were assumed, date of marriage, the inheritance of 
property, the place, cause and time of death, where buried at 
times all assume importance. The physician the clergyman, the 
town clerk and the Secretary of the State Board of Health are 
required each to perform a special duty, hence all must strive to 
act promptly to write plainly, to be especially accurate. 

We are pleased to report that in the last five years, there has 
been a great improvement in all of these respects, in the returns 
from this state. However, there is still room for further and bet- 
ter work along these lines indicated.

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EDUCATIONAL. 

The School for Health Officers has been held annually since 
1899 with a manifestly increasing interest. The local health offi- 
cer finds inspiration for the work required of him by law, return- 
ing to his town better prepared to perform the duties required of 
him, in the interest of sanitation of the town, with less friction 
in his official intercourse with his fellow citizens. Members of 
the board have continued to speak by invitation in various towns, 
before different organizations, thus diffusing knowledge of sani- 
tation and its value to the community and the individual. 

The ten thousand bulletins sent quarterly through the state 
have grown in favor. Letters received at various times from 
readers testify to their appreciation of this publication. We be- 
lieve that it has proved one of the greatest means of promulgat- 
ing special measures for the preservation of health and the pre- 
vention of disease. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The duties with which the ''Tuberculosis Commission" had 
been charged were by act of the last legislature transferred to 
and made a part of the work of this board. In the discharging 
these duties we have prepared an exhibit illustrating the causes 
and progress of the disease, as well as the methods of fresh air 
treatment and means of prevention. 

This exhibit was presented in 1909, in the large towns of 
the state. A lecture was given each evening, illustrated by stere- 
opticon. The attendance at these exhibits and lectures was about 
twenty thousand persons. During the winter of 1910 we propose 
to place this exhibit before the people of 22 other towns. We 
have distributed 60,000 circulars relative to this disease. The 
request for literature upon this subject has very much increased. 
We are always pleased to send a supply to any who wish. 

The Vermont Sanitorium established by the late Senator 
Proctor has been doing good work. Although this board is not 
officially connected with this institution, its superintendent has 
kindly furnished the following report of its work for the last 
year. 

REPORT OF THE VERMONT SANATORIUM. 

To the Vermont State Board of Health : 

Gentlemen: — The following report contains a brief sum- 
mary of the work of the Vermont Sanatorium for the first two 
years, from the time it was opened in December 1907 to Jan- 
nary 1, 1910. 
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During this time 191 patients were admitted. These were 
classified as follows: 81 incipient, 88 moderately advanced, 19 
far advanced, 1 general miliary tuberculosis, 2 non-tuberculosis. 
During this same period, 155 patients were discharged ; 32 or 20. 
•65 per cent, apparently cured, 73 or 47.1 per cent, with disease 
arrested, 29 or 18.7 per cent, improved and 21 or 13.55 per cent, 
unimproved or progressive. Two cases were diagnosed as non- 
tuberculous, and one patient died at the Sanitorium. 

Of the 76 patients discharged prior to January 1, 1909, 
direct replies or positive information was obtained regarding 54 
and of those 54 known patients, 27 are living and earning a liveli- 
hood, 15 living but still taking treatment and 12 are dead. 

The appended tables show the results of treatment in each 
class. The after results of treatment, the occupation, sex, ages 
according to decades and the geographical distribution accord- 
ing to counties. The table of occupations show how broad the 
Sanatorium has been in the selection of cases, patients having 
been drawn from nearly all professional, commercial and indus- 
trial classes. The majority of the patients were between the ages 
of 20 and 40. No one locality seems to show any predilection 
though Rutland and Chittenden counties, containing the two 
largest cities, have furnished more patients than any others. The 
granite industry is largely responsible for the representation of 
Washington County. The marble and slate industries and the 
woolen mills though frequently cited as occupations predisposing 
to pulmonary tuberculosis, have not furnished many patients. 
Houseworkers include housewives and domestic servants; prac- 
tically all the married women, household cares, bearing of child- 
ren, and family worries being undoubtedly important etiological 
factors. 

While the main object of the Sanatorium is to care for and 
treat such early cases as offer a fair prospect of cure or arrest of 
the disease, the educational feature of sanatorium life has always 
been especially emphasized. For this reason even more advanced 
cases have been admitted, for longer or shorter periods when 
there were vacancies, for the purpose of giving these patients 
such training as would enable them to carry out the treatment 
after they returned home and which would, moreover, teach them 
the dangers of infection and tend to lessen the spread of the dis- 
ease in their own households. 

The methods of treatment carried out has been largely the 
general hygenic dietetic r^me followed at the present time by 
the majority of modem sanatoria. An abundance of nourishing 
food to improve the nutrition and power of resistance of the 
body, mental and physical rest during the beginning of the 
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treatment, followed later 'by carefully graduated exercise to hard- 
en the patient before he resumes actual work ; and above all, the 
greatest amount of fresh air and out-of-door life. All the patient 
porches are partly enclosed and can be still further protected 
against storms by movable glass screens. On these porches 
patients can sit in reclining chairs in all kinds of weather. Wide 
doors leading from the porches to patients' rooms permit of their 
beds being rolled out at night, facilitating sleeping out of doors 
without any discomfort or exposure. 

Specific treatment (tuberculin immunization or inoculation) 
has been carried out in a small number of selected cases with 
apparently favorable results and promises to develop into an im- 
portant adjuvant to the general hygienic dietetic treatment. 

There is a uniform charge of $7.50 a week for each patient ; 
this includes all medical attendance, supplies, ordinary drugs 
and laundry. There is no free bed fund and the above charges 
must be met by the patient or his friends. In a number of in- 
stances, patients have been partially or wholly supported from 
the town poor funds, their own industrial or benefit societies 
and philanthropic societies or funds. This is a work that must 
be encouraged and stimulated, for it happens only too frequent- 
ly that for lack of funds, patients are obliged to leave the sana- 
torium before the disease has been sufficiently arrested, with 
the result that on returning to their former occupation and en- 
vironment they are liable to recurrence or relapse. The average 
length of stay for the la»t year was 14.8 weeks and the year be- 
fore, 14.3 weeks whereas it ought to be at least 20 weeks. 

The accumpanying circular of information and the copy of 
rules issued to patients on admission, offer information as to the 
method of examining and admitting patients and the general 
routine of the institution. 

A report for the last year with fuller statistical material will 
be published shortly and a copy furnished the members of your 
board.

It is the purpose of the sanitorium to accept only incipient 
cases. In this early stage very few come under the observation 
of the physicians, as the families in which they occur, treat them 
with domestic or patent medicine with the idea that they are 
* * run down, ' ' have * ' some stomach trouble, * * or * * a cold. * * When 
after several months they do not improve, they consult a physi- 
cian and learn that the patient has tuberculosis in the second or 
third stage. They have admitted a few cases of moderately ad- 
vanced and even a few far advanced cases, as their rooms were 
not all occupied. However, the taking of these advanced cases 
is questionable, as it is not wise to have them associated with the 
incipient cases. As the sanitorium grows and comes to be filled 
with the early cases, they cannot take these cases. What is to 
be done with the cases of general, laryngeal, the moderately ad- 
vanced, and the far advanced cases? There is not in this state 
any provision for them. These advanced cases are especially 
the greater menace to the community. A large majority of them 
are without means having exhausted any funds they may have 
had at the beginning of their sickness. Often without friends 
they form a class which appeals to the charitably disposed, as to 
how and where they are to be cared for. It would seem that the 
state both for humanity *s sake, as well as for self protection 
should, provide for the comfortable and safe care, either by one 
or more state institutions or by authorizing counties to do so. 
Summer camps have been instituted in some states, in which 
tuberculous cases are treated. These are both educational and 
curative. The patient is taught the best way to care for theme 
selves and their sputum ; the way to take the fresh air treatment 
and the best diet and methods of preparing such, so that at the 
end of the season, so far as their means will allow, they can adopt 
them in their homes. 

While any town can easily establish such a camp, if several 
towns unite in doing so, the expense per capita can be very 
much reduced. In selecting a site for this purpose, attention 
should be given to several points. It should be on high ground, 
not a clay soil ; it should be well protected upon the north and 
northwest by well developed growth of trees ; the shacks, tents, 
or verandas should have a southern or eastern exposure; the

fumishings should be for comfort rather than elegance. A 
Medical Director with two or more consultants according to 
number of persons to be accommodated. With this nucleus the 
organization can readily be perfected. This Board will be pleas- 
ed to advise at any time with parties desirous of establishing such 
camps. 

The only camp of this kind in the state was opened in Jun^ 
1909, by the Woman's Club of Brattleboro. 

TUBERCULOSIS CAMP. 

At a special meeting of the Executive Board of The Brattle- 
boro Womans' Club soon after the annual meeting of May 5, 
1909, it was voted to open a camp for Tuberculosis patients of 
Brattleboro. 

This was made possible by the offer of a site and financial 
assistance from the trustees of the Thompson fund. About 
$450.00 was raised by a committee of twelve club members, who 
bought and prepared fumishings and the camp at the Keyes 
farm was opened for patients July 1, to be continued until Nov. 
1. 

The daily routine of the camp was under the supervision 
of Miss Elsie P. McCloskey, Supt. of the Brattleboro Memorial 
Hospital, with two nurses from the hospital in constant attend- 
ance. 

During the first month four patients were admitted. Be- 
fore Oct. 1, seven patients were cared for at the camp. On 
Nov. 12, Miss Lindgren who came to the camp as superintendent 
Oct. 1, took quarters down town and has been busy ever since 
caring for the patients in their homes. 

Local physicians act as an advisory Board of the Camp.

THE REPORT OF A NURSE. 

A rough schedule of camp life and treatment. 

Every A. M. at 6 :30 temperatures were taken, mouth wash 
given, and raw eggs. Pts. dressed for breakfast at 7:30, to ex- 
ercise or walk until 10:00 A. M. nourishment time, glass of 
milk and raw egg, rested, read or sewed until dinner, which was 
made up of soup, meat, potato, two vegetables, bread, preserves, 
dessert tea or coffee, milk unlimited from 1 to 3 rest hours, pts. 
must lie down and rest. 3 P. M. nourishment time glass of milk 
and raw egg. After 4 P. M. temperatures, if not above 99 
degrees pts. allowed to exercise, walk or read, etc. 

Supper at 6 P. M. one hour spent in card playing, games, 
puzzles, music and mind recreation. Oil rubs given at 8 :30. 
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Pts. were furnished with sputum cups and antiseptic hand- 
kerchiefe. Educated how to care for themselves properly and 
to prevent the spread. 

An example of one day's work on the district. Beginning 
at 8 A. M. by giving an oil rub afterward place patient in open 
shack, where she remains 9 hours daily, next call is to give a 
hypodermic and place her in reclining chair, supply all needs 
there. Next is an observation visit and supply all needs there, 
such as antiseptic handkerchiefs, cups, etc. — ^next call is instruc- 
tive nursing and observation, i>t. has T. B. of the bones, then an 
oil nib is given and diet regulated. 

After dinner beginning at 1 P. M. a visit is made upon a 
young man, literature and supplies are left and encouragement 
is given in abundance. Next an instructive visit and oil rub 
given. Eggs and supplies are left at one home, two patients 
are advised to move from present homes, that brings us to 6 P. 
M., during the day conditions have shaped themselves so it is 
necessary to visit the selectmen, or overseer of the poor, clergy- 
men or doctors. This is done in the evening and plans for the 
following day made with making out the card catalogue.

This average would have been much greater, were it not for 
the fact that Messrs. Minot and Bradley gave the use of their 
house and there was no expense for nurses until Oct. 1. 

ANTITOXIN. 

The last legislature by Act No. 158 authorized the State 
Btoard of Health to distribute free of charge, Antitoxin for the 
treatment of Diphtheria. In compliance with this Act we 
have provided Antitoxin for such distribution. The following 

(3) 
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tables shows by counties, the number of cases of Diphtheria re- 
ported as having employed antitoxin in the treatment with the 
number of units used. Also the number exposed who received 
immunizing doses with result. It appears that 232 attacked with 
the disease received 1,585,500 units, result 12 deaths 220 recover- 
ies. 463 persons exposed received 571,950 units. In 9 cases the 
disease developed, but none died. 

The epidemic occurring at the Industrial School is worthy 
of consideration. The first recognized case was in the officer in 
charge of the laundry, about the middle of October. A few 
days before, this person had been in Burlington. For a con- 
siderable time continuous cases of this disease and probably 
*' walking cases" on the streets. However, the last of September 
a boy was admitted who had a sore throat, not severe enough to 
attract attention, hence cultures were not taken from his 
throat. We are therefore not able to state positively the origin 
of the cases. As will be shown by the tables, there were 20 cases 
which had all the clinical symptoms including more or less mem- 
brane in the throat, antitoxin was used. 169 who had cultures 
taken from their throats showed the Klebs-Loeffler Bacilli, their 
throas were inflamed but did not develop any membrane. No 
deaths occurred. 

In one case a nurse was ^ven 3,000 units of antitoxin as an 
immunizing dose, after 16 days she developed the disease with 
membrane in throat. She was not very strong, having some 
chronic heart trouble. It is possible that the effects of the anti- 
toxin may have ceased to have its ususal effect. 

These cases are of especial interest, as we often find cases 
of Diphtheria developing in a community, accompanied with 
^he statement that there has not been any cases to which they 
could have been exposed. Although it is true that there have 
been cases of inflamatory sore throat and some cases of tonsilitis, 
in all probability these cases of sore throat, if cultures had been 
taken, would have been shown that EHebs-Loeffler Bacilli were 
present ; hence the cause of the diphtheria which followed. Un- 
der such conditions, cultures from the sore throats should be 
taken and sent to the laboratory for examination. 

This epidemic has especially emphasized the necessity for 
the erection of a building to be used as a hospital in part with 
rooms in which persons could on being committed be placed for 
observation until it was determined that they were not affected 
with any communicable disease.

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AN ANALYSIS OF THE CAUSES OF DEATH IN 1909. 

It will be observed that of the 5871 deaths, one half of 
them were from the following seven causes: Pneumonia 618; 
Organic Heart Disease 591; Bright 's Disease 435 Tuberculosis 
426; Apoplexy 419; Cancer 335; Senile Debility 160; that 
there were as many deaths from Whooping Cough as from 
Diptheria, Scarlet Fever and Measles combined. 

The efforts that are being made to eradicate tuberculosis 
are meeting with gratifying success. Instead of being at the 
head of our mortality list, it now is fourth in the list. 

We would call especial attention to the fact that whooping 
cough sends to the grave more children than dreaded diptheria, 
scarlet fever and measles. This will continue until our people 
arouse to this fact and adopt measures recommended to prevent 
the spread of this child-killing malady. When a child developes 
the disease, never take it on the street or away from home and 
do not allow any one who has not had the disease to enter your 
house.

Under the authority of No. 157 of the Acts of 1908 
The following 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 
Are Promulgated for the 
SANITARY REGULATION 
of 
SLAUGHTER-HOUSES 
by the 
STATE BOARD OP HEALTH 

Rule 1. All establishments in which animals are slaughtered, 
shall be supplied with running water, and maintained in a sani- 
tary condition. All employers shall keep themselves clean. All 
work in such establishments shall be performed in a cleanly and 
sanitary manner. They shall be equipped with a water-tight 
slaughter bed connected with a properly constructed drain. They 
shall be provided with a cooler or ice box for the proper cooling 
and chilling of meats, or where the carcasses are not permitted 
to remain in the slaughter-house, a room properly screened and 
protected from flies and other sources of contamination, into 
which the carcasses shall be placed directly after slaughtered 
and kept until removal from premises. All slaughter offal 
shall be removed from the premises daily. All yar(te, premises 
adjacent to such establishments, or parts of building, whether 
used or not, shall be maintained in a sanitary condition. The 
feeding of swine or other animals on the refuse of the daughter- 
houses will not be permitted on the premises and no use incom- 
patible with proper sanitation shall be made of any part of the 
premises on which such establishment is located. 

BiVhd 2. Ceilings, side walls, pillars, partitions, etc., shall be 
frequently whitewashed or painted. Wliere floors or other parts 
of a buildmg, or tables or other parts of the equipment, are so 
old or in such condition that they cannot readily be made sani- 
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tary, they shall be removed and replaced by suitable materials, 
or otherwise put in a condition acceptable to the Board of HealtK. 

All trucks, trays, and other receptacles, all chutes, platforms, 
racks, tables etc., and all knives, saws, cleavers, and all other 
tools and all utensils and machinery used in moving, handling, 
cutting, chopping, mixing, canning or other process, shall 'be 
thoroughly cleansed daily if used. 

The aprons, smocks, or other outer clothing of employees, who 
handle meat in contact with such clothing, shall be of a material 
that is readily cleansed and made sanitary, and shall be cleansed 
daily, if used. Employees who handle meats or meat food pro- 
ducts shall be required to keep iheir hands clean. 

BuLiE 3. Butchers who dress diseased carcasses shall cleanse 
their hands and all knives or other implements used in dressing 
such diseased carcasses by thoroughly washing and then disin- 
fecting them in liquor cresoli compositors (Lysol,) subsequently 
rinsing them in clear water before dressing or handling a healthy 
carcass. 

MARKET. 

(Where Meat is offered For Sale.) 
Rule 4. Meats shall not be hung or exposed ou&ide. 
Meats exposed for sale shall be protected by screens or other 
suitable arrangement from contamination from flies, dust, etc., 
and from promiscuous handling by customers. The room or 
compartments in which meat or meat food products are prepared 
cured, stored, packed, or otherwise handled shall be lighted and 
ventilated in a manner acceptable to the Board of Health, and 
shall be so located that odors from toilet rooms, or catch-basins, 
tank rooms, hide cellars, etc., do not permeate them. All rooms 
or compartments shall be provided with cuspidors, which em- 
ployees who expectorate shall be required to use. Where meat 
food products are prepared in a market, i. e. sausage, lard, 
pickled pork, beef, etc., a separate room properly ventilated, 
lighted and supplied with running water shall be provided for 
tWs purpose exclusively, with the exception that sausage may be 
ground in the market proper, if under suitable conditions. 
Refrigerators must be kept sweet and clean. 

meat carts. 
Rule 5. Carts from which meat or meat food products are 
peddled shall be so constructed as to protect the meat from con- 
tamination by flies, dust, or other extraneous matter, must be 
washed daily and maintained in a sanitary and cleanly condi- 
tion. 
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Meat, whether entire carcasses, quarters or cuts thereof, 
shall not be conveyed through the streets by team or otherwise, 
unless properly wrapped or otherwise protected from contamina- 
tion. 

The attention of butchers and all other persons dealing in 
animals which are to be, or the carcasses of those that have been, 
slaughtered, which are intended to be sold for food, is called to 
Sections 5475 and 5478 of the Public Statutes. 

In the conduct of your business as a butcher or dealer in 
meats you will observe tiie above Rules and Regulations.

RULES AND REGULATIONS PROMULGATED BY THE 
STATE BOARD OF HEALTH— VERMONT. 

To prevent the pollution of the Water Supply of the City 
of Rutland, the State Board of Health, by virtue of the author- 
ity vested in said Board by the laws of the State of Vermont, 
hereby makes and promulgates the following rules, regulations, 
and orders: 

All persons are prohibited from discharging into the Men- 
don Branch of East Creek and its tributary streams or upon 
their banks, or upon lands draining into said waters, any human 
excrement, house sewage, drainage from bam yards and pig 
pens, or any other refuse or polluting matter tending to cor- 
rupt or impair the quality of said waters for drinking purposes ; 
and from maintaining any dry closets, where the surface drain- 
age is towards said streams, unless daily disinfected by dry 
earth, ashes or chloride of lime in sufficient quantity to fully 
cover the deposits therein. 

Violations of these rules, regulations and orders will subject 
persons to the penalty of the law.

Dear Sir: — ^We have^ made a general order establishing 
rules and regulations to prevent the pollution of the waters in 
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Mendon furnishing the water supply for the City of Rutland, 
which will be posted in Mendon to protect the said water supply 
from contamination. 

However, you having most emphatically expressed to this 
Board your desire **to do everything in your power to prevent 
the pollution of the water supply of the City of Rutland*' and 
at your request that we give you such directions as will enable 
you to properly care for the sewage and drainage of your own 
property, we hereby direct that 

1. The end of the sewer near the brook should be immediately 
and effectually closed so that no discharge can escape from it. 

2. You shall at once employ Professor J. W. Votey of the 
University of Vermont, and have him examine the conditions 
and determine upon a system of sewerage for your cottages and 
farm houses and buildings which will effectually take care of 
the sewage and drainage so that there will be no danger of pollut- 
ing the water courses. 

3. This sewerage system should be established with all pos- 
sible dispatch.

The order made by the Board is directed to remove such 
conditions, among other things, and you are hereby notified that 
a further continuance of such condition in your pig pen and dry 
closet will be considered by the Board as a willful violation of 
these rules, regulations and orders. 

You should take immediate action to remove the conditions 
complained of in order to conform to these rules.

The order made by the Board is directed to remove such con- 
ditions, among other things, and you are hereby notified that 
a further continuance of such condition in your bam yard 
will be considered by the Board as a willful violation of these 
rules, regulations and orders. 

You shquld take immediate action to remove the condi- 
tions complained of in order to conform to these rules.

State op Vermont. 

RABIES. 

At a meeting of the State Board of Health held at Bellows Falls 

on the 22d day of December, A. D. 1908, the following rule 

and regulation was adopted: 

By the Authority vested in it by the Public Statutes of 
the State of Vermont, and especially Section 5419 thereof, the 
State Board of Health of the State of Vermont hereby makes and 
promulgates the following rule and regulation : 

In any town in this state in which rabies, an infectious 
disease dangerous to the public health, is found by the State 
Board of Health to exist, every owner or keeper of a dog shall 
keep such dog securely muzzled whenever outside the buildings of 
such owner or keeper for a period of three months from the 
time that said Board of Health makes its finding of the exist- 
ence of rabies in such town, and any door found not so muzzled 
outside the buildings of the owner or keeper during such three 
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months period shall be killed by the order of said Board of 
Health.

SMALL POX. 

The following circular letter was issued to Health Officers be- 
cause of the presence of small pox in the maritime provinces : 

Information from reliable sources has been received at this 
office that small pox is prevailing to an alarming extent in New 
Brunswick. While, at this season of the year, travel from that 
province to the New England States is comparatively light, care- 
ful investigation shows that persons from infected towns in that 
province have entered Maine via Vanceboro. Three came through 
to Boston; one developed small pox and was sent to the Small 
Pox Hospital. 

Health Officers and physicians at all points where trains 
enter the State along the eastern border should be alert and es- 
pecially careful in observing all cases of eruptive disease, how- 
ever mild, to the end that this disease shall not surreptitiously 
develop in our State. The same is true on our western border, as 
at the present time, several towns in New York State have cases 
of this disease. 

We would call attention again, as we have repeatedly in the 
past, to the importance of vaccination, which is the only sure pre- 
ventative from an attack of this disease.

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Request for Removal of a 
Health Officer. 



The Selectmen of Brighton asked for the removal of the 
flealth Officer of that town. They preferred charges with speci- 
fication. A hearing was held at Island Pond on the 29th of July 
and on the 26th of August, at their request the supplemental 
hearing was held at Montpelier at which time the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen of Brighton introduced further testi- 
mony for the purpose of substantiating saic^ charges. The 
stenographer's report of the testimony was carefully considered 
and the following report made. 

Beport of the State Board of Health in the matter of the 
application of the Selectmen of the town of Brighton, asking for 
the removal of the Health Officer of that town, Dr. H. E. Sargent. 

The testimony in this case was taken by the Board at Island 
Pond July 29th, and later at Montpelier August 26th. 

At the first hearing, July 29th, the Selectmen appeared bv 
their chairman, E. K. Bartlett, and Dr. E. W. Norcross. The 
Health Officer was represented by H. B. Amey, Esq., and Davis. 
Esq. The testimony of many witnesses was taken, and the 
rules of evidence were followed as closely as possible by the 
Board, haA'ing in view to give each side an opportunity for a 
free expression of its view^. 

After carefully going over the testimony, as taken by the 
stenographer, covering some seventy pages, the Board begs leave 
to report as follows: 

(1) It was charged that the Health Officer had completely 
ignored the majority of the local Board of Health for the past 
four months. This charge was based mainly on the fact that 
the Health Officer had made no effort to secure an organization 
of the local Board of Health. It did not appear that he had at 
any time refused to attend a meeting of the local Board, and the 
failure of the local Board to organize as such was as much the 
fault of the other members of this Board as that of the Health 
Officer. In the absence of any statutory provision requiring the 
Health Officer to call a meeting of the local Board, for the pur- 
pose of organization, the responsibility for failure to organize is 
not fairly chargeable to the Health Officer alone. 

(2) It was charged that he had ordered the destruction and 
removal of so-called nuisances without the consent or approval 
of the local Board of Health, as the Public Statutes require. (See 
Sec. 5436.) A careful study of all the testimony introduced in 
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this connection, shows that the Health Officer had never served 
a written notice as required by law for the abatement of a nuis- 
ance. It had always been his custom to procure the abate- 
ment of nuisances by i)ersuasion. It appeared that he had 
been uniformly successful in this, with one exception, viz ; when 
complaint had been made of such a nuisance in the form of 
waste paper and empty tin-cans in the rear of certain business 
buildings, the proprietor denied the existence of a nuisance, and 
declined to be persuaded by the Health Officer. It did not ap- 
pear that this case was pushed further. Another item to sub- 
stantiate this charge was the matter of a broken sewer-pipe on 
Railroad street. In this case a nuisance was created apparently 
by the melting of snow and surface water in the spring, mixed 
with a certain amount of sewage from the broken sewer. It 
appears that the Health Officer inspected this place, and notified 
the proper officers of the Sewer Company to repair the same. 
This they did, although it was not shown conclusively that this 
was done as speedily as was possible. The failure however to 
abate this nuisance, if it was a nuisance, was apparently as 
much the fault of the local Board as a whole as of its executive 
officer. 

(3) It was charged that he quarantined a family for suspected 
scarlet fever, and did not visit them for more than a month, so 
that the family and domestic animals suffered for the necessities 
of life. It appears that the Doctor visited this family, Currier 
by name, three times during the early part of the quarantine, 
and did not visit them again until he considered sufficient time 
had elapsed, so that the quarantine could safely be raised. The 
period of quarantine for this disease was formerly in this state, 
and is still in some other states, six weeks. The Health Officer 
had this in mind, and declined to make unnecessary visits to this 
family for this reason. There are cases of this disease,*as we now 
know, that may safely be released from quarantine in less than 
six weeks, as there are others that requires a still longer deten- 
tion, hence the rule that such cases shall be quarantined until 
desquamation is complete. The Health OflScer in this(i case 
might properly have visited this family, upon their urgent re- 
quest, before the termination of the six-weeks period. He might 
properly have given attention to their requests for provisions for 
themselves and their stock. The Health Officer in these respects 
may not have acted humanely. The public however did not 
and could not suflPer from his failure in these respects. 

(4) He was charged with having been notified that the people 
he had quarantined were on the street, and with paying no at- 
tention to this until one of the neighbors, fearing for his own 
children, moved out of his house, and did not return until the 
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quarantine was raised. This is the McKee Case. The testi- 
mony in this case all went to show that the quarantined family 
obeyed the quarantine, as far as remaining on their own prem- 
ises was concerned, and the neighbor, who moved away, did so 
for an entirely diflferait reason than that mentioned in the speci- 
fication. In this connection it was also charged that Mrs. McKee 
was taken from Mr. Henry's house where scarlet fever then was, 
to her own home by the Health Officer, there was nothing im- 
proper in this act, she having had the disease, and her person 
and clothing being disinfected before removal. 

(5) It was charged that the Health Officer advised people, 
who were in town visiting, and whose child was taken sick with 
a contagious disease, to return home with the child, thiis expos- 
ing the whole community. The testimony on this head showed 
that the Health Officer in his capacity as a physician, saw a 
child sick with convulsions twice, and that he told the parents, 
when asked if they could take the child to Bast Haven its home, 
that they might do so **if the child seemed better." Later this 
child developed the eruption of chicken pox, and was not taken 
home. There was nothing introduced in this connection to 
show that the child had any eruption, or could reasonably be 
suspected of having an eruptive disease when seen by the Healti 
Officer. 

(6) It was charged that the Health Officer had given licenses 
to sell milk in town without consulting the local Board, or ob- 
taining their approval. In this connection it api)eared that the 
Health Officer asked the Chairman of the Selectmen on one 
occasion '*what shall I do with regard to these milk-licenses'*? 
His reply was, **Do your duty,'' or *'Go ahead and fix them up." 
The State Board of Health issued certain regulations under No. 
118 of the Acts of the last Legislature, requiring the inspection 
of dairies, and the licensing of milk-peddlers. The law required 
that the local Board of Health should make inspections of all 
dairies before granting these licenses. This law, looking to- 
ward the production of sanitary milk in this state, was such a 
radical departure, that the State Board felt that a certain amount 
of leniency should be shown milk-producers in judging their 
fitness to sell milk from house to house. It was not contemplated 
that this leniency should extend beyond the first year, but all 
milk-producers should be given a fair opportunity to get their 
stables, herds, milkrooms, and employees into condition to meet 
a more rigid inspection in the future. Dr. Sargent, the Health 
Officer apparently marked these milk-producers on the score 
card furnished by the State Board for that purpose, very len- 
iently. The State Board however is not disposed to treat this 
failure as of a serious nature at this time. In this connection 
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he was also charged with collecting the fee of $2.00 each from 
the licensees under this Act, No. 118, and retaining the same 
for his own use. While the law specifies that this fee shall *'be 
retained by said Board for its services under this Act/' it does 
not seem fair to criticise the Health Officer for retaining this 
fee, since the ** services" were wholly his; furthermore this 
Board believes that this is customary in most of the towns of 
this state. 

(7) It was charged that he did not administer his office with 
fairness and impartiality. There was no testimony adduced 
under this head, except the general testimony in the foregoing. 

At the second hearing at Montpelier on August 26th the 
Selectmen were represented by their chairman, Mr. Bartlett, 
and Dr. Norcross. They presented a petition signed by certain 
citizens of the town of Brighton, asking for the removal of Dr. 
Sargent, the Health Officer. Dr. Sargent at this hearing alsg 
presented a petition, supplementary to one previously presented 
at the hearing at Island Pond, signed also by citizens of Brighton, 
expressing their confidence in him, and asking that he be re- 
tained as Health Officer. Six names appeared on both these 
petitions. Deducting these from each, the i)etition asking for 
removal contains 162 names, and one asking for the retention 
of the Health Officer has 234 names. At this last hearing it was 
further charged that the Health Officer had made improper 
chaises for services against the town of Brighton. This is a 
matter between the Town and the Health Officer, and is not one 
for adjudication by the State Board. If the Health Officer has 
done quarantining or disinfecting that was unnecessary or un- 
warranted, it may show undue zeal in protecting the public 
health, but the local Board can decide whether this is so, and 
if so whether the bills should be paid. 

In view of the foregoing the State Board of Health does 
not feel warranted in exercising the authority given by the 
Statutes, of removing the Health Officer of the Town of Brigh- 
ton. The Board ventures to express the hope that the present 
Board of Selectmen and the Health Officer, all of whom it has 
reason to believe have the best interests of their town at heart, 
will make an honest effort to work together harmoniously in the 
best interests of the public health, and this Board also wishes 
to do all that it can in fairness and justice to all concerned to 
promote this result.

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The State Board of Health have made the fol- 
lowing reports upon various subjects 
submitted to them.

Dear Doctor: — Yours of the 12th was received just as I 
was about taking the train for Burlington. I looked up the exam- 
ination of water. I suppose, while it is not stated from what 
wells the water was derived, as there were two samples sent by 
the principal of Bellows Academy, I take it for granted those 
were the two. Now the whole matter of the Academy building 
is one for your Local Board to regulate. It is probable that the 
lead comes from the lead pipe through which the water is pumped 
from the well to the tank in the attic. This should be replaced 
by an iron pipe. The polluted water should not be used for 
drinking purposes, but should be pumped into a separate tank 
to be used for flushing the closets only, unless you are able to 
determine the source of its pollution and free the water from it. 
If the supply is not sufficient, you should seek some additional 
supply, so that you would have plenty of it. The matter of the 
ventilation (the foul air getting into the ventilating shafts and 
coming into the school rooms) can be easily remedied, either by 
putting on some sort of a cowl upon the ventilating shafts 
from the water closets, or moving those shafts, or carrying them 
up higher, or something of that kind, as may seem wise. 

You should have among the papers of your office the report 
which I made last year, and can determine whether it has been 
complied with or not. Of course, it is possible the trustees them- 
selves may have it.

My Dear Doctor: — I have gone over, very carefully, Sec- 
tion 17 of your village charter and have been in consxdtation 
with the Attorney-General with reference to the matter. It 
seems that that section of the charter provides that the trustees 
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of the village, together with the Health OflSeer of the village, 
shall constitute a Board of Health for the said village ; that if 
the State Board does not appoint a Health Officer for the village, 
the trostees may do so. Now, the general law does not give the 
State Board any authority to appoint a village Health Officer, 
except as they appoint the town Health Officer, the village being 
a part of the town. As your act of incorporation of the village 
was approved and took eflfect six days after the passage of the 
general act, I suppose that, in a way, it would take precedence 
of the general act. Your charter does not give the same power, 
nor cover the extended ground that the provisions of the general 
law give to the town Health Officers in the state. Undoubtedly 
it was not the intent of the Legislature that the village of Spring- 
field should have any less rigorous health laws than other com- 
munities of the state. It would seem that the trustees of your 
village might appoint the same person who was acting as town 
Health Officer, and that would remedy the whole matter for the 
time being. The town Health Officer should proceed to carry 
into eflfect and perform such acts as the general law requires, 
which are not required by the village charter ; but he should not, 
unless he is appointed Health Officer of the village, by the trus- 
tees, attempt to perform any acts, or extend any jurisdiction in 
the village of Springfield, in those matters which the charter 
provides shall be performed by the village Health Officer, but 
leave all those duties to the village Health Officer. 

If on any of these points I have not made myself perfectly 
clear, feel free to ask questions with reference to them.

Dear Sir : — I have been informed, whether correctly or not, 
of course, I do not know, that a Mr. Griswold, a brother of Silas 
Griswold of Johnson but a resident of your town, living in a 
tenement house of one Colby, has recently died with pneumonia ; 
that at the present time his wife is not expected to live and that 
the children are sick; that there is an open sewer discharging 
into the cellar, with two water closets; that the Health Officer 
has recommended a cleaning up in the cellar, which has not been 
done. I am informed that the Health Officer is out of town. In 

(4) 
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such cases, the first Selectman, who is chairman of the local 
Board of Health, has to come to the front and perform the 
duties until another one is appointed. It will, therefore, become 
your duty to at once examine into this matter, and if you find 
the things in the condition represented, you will give the pro- 
prietor or owner of the place a written notice to clean it up and 
connect with the sewer, to remove the water closets from the 
cellar, and give him twenty-four hours in which to do it ; other- 
wise you will do it and charge the expense to him. Act No. 113 
of the laws of 1902, as amended in 1904, you will find provisions 
which require you to do this. Please write me as soon as you 
find what the condition of things is.

Gentlemen : — We desire to call your attention to the neces- 
sity of providing a system of ventilation for the ** Auditorium." 
The method which was originally adopted for this purpose was 
abandoned, as we are informed, by reason that it cost too much 
to warm the fresh air introduced, as well as to warm the flue 
through which the foul air was removed. It is true that in order 
to provide the requisite amount of warm fresh air and to dispose 
of the foul, vitiated air, will necessitate an increase in the con- 
sumption of fuel. This should not be urged for a moment as 
against the discomfort and dangers that are the result of vitiated 
air. This Board must ask that you give this matter early con- 
sideration and install a satisfactory system of ventilation in this 
building, and also provide additional fire escapes for the upper 
gallery. Good paths should be kept at all times from the foot 
of the fire escapes. (See copy of laws, with rules and regula- 
tions, a copy of which is herewith submitted.) If you will have 
prepared a simple drawing of the room, with the figures giving 
the number of cubic feet it contains, also the size of the flue 
and pipes formerly used as a means of removing the foul air, 
also the present boiler capacity, we shall be pleased to advise 
with you regarding the details of plans to accomplish this nec- 
essary means of ventilation.

Dr. C. B. Boss, Health Officer: — ^An investigation of the 
complaint made to this Board by certain citizens of your town 
against the action of the School Directors in locating a cesspool 
for the reception of the sewage from your Graded School build- 
ing on Main street in the grounds of said building near the 
street establishes these facts. The complaint is made by parties, 
who base their objection to this cesspool on the ground that it 
will endanger the purity of the water in certain wells in the 
neighborhood. 

The village of West Rutland has a water supply obtained 
from a mountain brook and springs, and this supply, installed 
in 1904, is safe, potable water, as reported by the Laboratory of 
Hygiene. The village has no sewerage system. The users of 
the common supply depend entirely on surface and cesspool 
drainage. There are 55 families approximately within a radius 
of 1,000 feet from the cesspool complained of at the school build- 
ing, who use the aqueduct water. There are also 21 cesspools 
within this same radius. 

Water taken from six different wells within this same 
radius, five of which were dug wells and one a driven well, 
before the school house cesspool was used, show serious contamina- 
tion in every instance. All these wells are now imsafe sources 
of water. 

After careful consideration of the above facts, we are of the 
opinion that the well waters of West Rutland village generally 
should be abandoned for domestic use. The additional ground 
contamination from the school cesspool may make these wells 
somewhat more unsafe, but it can only damage a source of water 
supply already unsafe for domestic use. The village should take 
early steps to install a sewerage system, which will take care of 
the increasing sewage, as the water system is extended. 

A modem sewage disposal plant will sooner or later be a 
stern necessity in this village. A natural water course is not 
essential to such a system. The health of the village demands 
that this step receive early consideration. 

The health of the inmates of the Graded School seems to be 
conserved by the installation of a water supply in the school 
building, and, in the absence of a public sewer, a cesspool is a 
practical and comparatively safe method of sewage disposal for 
temporary use. It should not be considered a permanent solu- 
tion of the sewerage problem, either for the school or the village. 
This cesspool should be supplied with tile overflows under the 
soil.

Gentlemen: — ^After an inspection of the school houses at 
Bast Bethel we are of the opinion that the ** Brick House" may 
be used for a small school, but the number that can be properly 
cared for should, under no circumstances, exceed twenty-two 
pupils. **The Wooden House'' on the hill is unfit for occupa- 
tion or use for school purposes and is hereby condemned under 
authority of Section 5418 of the Public Statutes. The location 
and surroundings are not such as we should approve for a 
school house. Temporarily you should secure some other place 
for holding the sessions of the school. One of the churches has 
been suggested for use, while you are providing a suitable build- 
ing for permanent use. Accompanying this report is a circular 
of the Bules and Regulations of this Board relative to school 
houses.

Dear Sir: — Complaint having reached this Board that you 
were not observing the strict quarantine which is required by 
the regulations in cases of scarlet fever, you are hereby notified 
that you must remain quarantined in with the rest of the family, 
or else be fumigated and be released from quarantine yourself, 
and remain outside, boarding with some of your neighbors. 

Your cream should not go into the kitchen, or into any part 
of the house where the other members of the family may go 
from time to time. The milk utensils must all be washed out- 
side of these rooms, and in no way have any possible communi- 
cation with the kitchen and other parts of the house. If you 
prefer to be quarantined in. you must have some neighbor milk 
your cows and care for your cream, and make it into butter for 
you to deliver to your customers, as you will not be released 
from quarantine until all the members of your family who have 
had the disease are through with the desquamating process, 
according to the circular sent you Saturday evening.

Gentlemen: — Having investigated the premises of Mr. 
John D. Shedd, as well as the adjoining one of C. N. Southard, 
we find the stable of Mr. Shedd standing on the east side of the 
street at the foot of a hill. The drainage from this elevation 
must naturally flow down into the barn yard of Mr. Shedd, ad- 
joining the house of Mr. Southard. For this natural flow of 
surface water after every storm there is apparently no relief for 
Mr. Shedd. However, he is entitled to relief from the in- 
convenience of its standing there. The proximity of a pool of 
filthy, stagnant water is an annoyance to the family of Mr. 
Southard. For the relief of these unsanitary conditions, we 
would advise that Mr. Shedd, after cleaning out the yard, fill 
up the deep depression, so that the surface of the yard would 
be a little higher than the present outlet of the drain now there, 
so that it would be impossible for any considerable amount of 
water to stand there. We would further recommend that the 
town provide for the disposal of this water, which, from no 
fault of Mr. Shedd, runs down on to his land, by laying a tile 
drain connecting with his present drain, at the point where it 
discharges into the street gutter, down to the river. Mr. South- 
ard should connect with and discharge his sewage into this drain, 
and should contribute to the expense of constructing it.

Gentlemen: — Having given a complete examination of a 
proposed route of a sewer in your village, which it has been 
proposed to have discharge into a branch of Saxton's River, we 
woiid say, that the pollution of our water courses by discharg- 
ing sewage into them is a very objectionable method of dispos- 
ing of sewage. We would advise that, in coming down your 
main street, when you arrive at the residence of C. H. Cam- 
bridge, you leave the street with it, taking it between his house 
and that of J. H. Stowell; on reaching the field back of all the 
buildings, you install the sub-soil system of caring for the dis- 
posal of sewage. Under another cover we send you a pamphlet 
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which will explain the method to be used. (See diagram on 
page 12.) The adoption of this method will be less expensive 
than going further down to the river, and will not give oflfence to 
lanyone. The land can be cultivated without disturbing it, if 
you put it in as directed.

Dear Sir: — On request of the foreman of the grand jury 
of your county that **the State Board of Health inspect and 
issue such order as might be required to make the brick school 
house at Fairlee Center conform to the requirements of a safe, 
sanitary school building,'' we visited it on the 9th inst., and 
made a thorough and careful examination of the building. Our 
report is as follows: — The house needs repairing externally. 
There should be sufficient windows in the underpinning so that 
air might circulate under the floor to keep it dry. There is at 
present no means of ventilation, except that, in the summer, 
the windows can be opened. This should be corrected by the 
use of the ** Jacketed Stove," as shown in the circular of regula- 
tions issued by this Board, a copy of which is annexed and 
made a part of this report. The benches should be removed and, 
in their places, adjustable seats and desks supplied. The door 
should be repaired, or a new one furnished by Dec. 1. The out- 
houses should be removed from the shed, and land acquired so 
that they may be placed as the Regulations require, 20 feet from 
the school room and from each other, with a high fence between 
them. A barrel of dry ashes or earth should be furnished for 
each one, and enough used each day to keep all refuse cov- 
ered. They should be cleaned once or twice each term. Pure, 
fresh water should be supplied for drinking purposes. 

We understand that the present term closes in two weeks. 
After that time, under the authority conferred upon this Board 
by Section 5418 of the Public Statutes, this building and the 
outhouses are condemned as unfit for use, and shall not be occu- 
pied or used until the above repairs and changes are made and 
approved by this Board.

Gentlemen; — Recognizing that it is not our province to 
direct you in the way you shall conduct your schools, we beg 
to call your attention to the fact that, last winter, you had only 
six pupils in this school house ; this term there are ten. Instead 
of making the necessary outlay to put this house in proper con- 
dition, as indicated in our report, would it not be better to con- 
solidate this school with some other nearby one, making it nec- 
essary to repair only one? By uniting your schools, so that one 
teacher would have 25 or 30 pupils, much better work could be 
done, with more satisfactory results.

Gentlemen : — An inspection of your village with reference 
to the disposal of its sewage was recently made. It appears that 
there is not any system of sewers ; that each householder adopts 
his own method of caring for his wastes. Some have cesspools 
that were constructed previous to their occupancy of the prop- 
erty, and cannot locate them. Apparently they care for such 
sewage as they receive, and do not give anyone any trouble; 
hence, do not need to be considered. Others overflow and be- 
come nuisances to persons in that vicinity. (A nuisance is any- 
thing that works or causes injury, damage, inconvenience, annoy- 
ance, discomfort or is offensive to the senses, or which materially 
interferes with another's legitimate rights to the enjoyment of 
life, health, comfort or property, real or personal.) In case of 
surface water standing in low, marshy places which the owner 
has not created, but are natural conditions, he cannot be com- 
pelled to drain or remove them; however, he may be advised 
and persuaded to do so. While the selectmen of a town do not 
have authority to construct sewers, they are authorized and may 
be compelled to lay drains to carry away surface water, when, 
from -any cause, it damages the residents of a particular portion 
of the town, and may allow sewage to be discharged into such 
drain. A householder has not a right to conduct his sewage 
into the ordinary ditch beside the highway, or to dispose of it 
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in any way so as to make it a nuisance to his neighbors, nor can 
he discharge it into a stream or body of water, without permis- 
sion of the State Board of Health. 

We should advise that the persons abutting oil your main 
street form an association for the purpose of building a sewer 
through the street, starting at some point above the Jamisons' 
place and running down into the Van Tine meadow, where a 
cesspool which we will call a ** settling taiJi" should be con- 
structed under ground and covered over. Prom this a syphon 
will, when the sewage reaches a given height, conduct it into 
another imderground tank, which we will call the ** distributing 
tank.'* From this latter a pipe of sufficient size will take the 
sewage and distribute it through smaller branch pipes into the 
soil, which will take care of it ; all these tanks and pipes to be 
undergroimd, so that they will not interfere with the cultivation 
of the field. If it is not possible to unite all or a portion of the 
abutters for the purpose as described, then each property owner 
must be required to care for his sewage in such a manner as 
not to create a nuisance. To those who have cesspools at the 
present time which overflow, thus creating a nuisance, we would 
recommend the adoption of the double tank system above des- 
cribed, on a smaller scale. If the ground is liable to fill with 
water, they can under drain it into a third tank, emptying this 
tank, when required, and disposing of its contents according to its 
character ; on to fields, if necessary, remote from dwelling houses. 

We have not spoken of particular cesspools, as all may be 
cared for on these general principles, with only slight varia- 
tions, which will readily suggest themselves.

Gentlemen: — ^We beg leave to report that having had a 
free and full conference with you upon the subject of diphtheria 
which is now present in several families in your village, that we 
did not learn or find that there was any special local unsanitary 
condition that was the cause of the disease. 

You, Sir, are aware that this disease is one that can only 
come from the specific germ which is the cause of it in all cases. 
It seems probable that you have persons in your midst who 
have the germs in their throats but who are not made sick 
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thereby, but do communicate these germs to others who are in 
a physical condition to develop the diseases. It is well known 
that the carriers of these germs are present in many communi- 
ties. » 

It is possible that the many cesspools in your village may 
emit gases that when inhaled may aflfect the vitality of individ- 
uals, thus rendering them more susceptible to the development 
of diphtheria. We should suggest that you have cultures taken 
from the throats of other members of families who have cases 
of this disease present in some member of their households, to 
determine if they may be the port of these germs.

Dear Sir: — I have gone over your plans and specifications 
for repairing the school house at South Newbury, and making 
a sufficient addition of the ground to make a reasonable play- 
ground. I should think your plan was a very good one, and 
would be entirely satisfactory to our Board with one or two 
exceptions. If I figure it correctly, the window space would 
not be quite sufficient, but if you add a row of window panes 
the size of the others to each of the windows in the rear, thus 
throwing more light over the backs of the pupils, that would 
make it all right. 

With regard to the ventilating — ^the correct theory is that 
the warm air should be thrown into the room upon the warm 
side, which would be the front end. If you would put your chim- 
ney in the front of the room, where I have marked it, and the ven- 
tilating flue in front of the chimney, and then put your hot air 
ducts up six or seven feet from the floor, one on the side of each 
door, the warm air would then come in on the warm side of the 
room, would go over to the two sides and the back of the room, 
which are the cold sides, and the current would make its way 
directly to the warm side again, there entering the foul air 
flue. I would suggest that one foot warmer would be suffi- 
cient. 

With these changes I think it would be entirely satisfactory. 
This room when thus put into proper condition would accom- 
modate thirty-five pupils very comfortably. 
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If I can aid you by further suggestions or explanations, I 
shall be glad to do so.

Dear Doctor : — Having inspected the arrangements for dis- 
posing of the refuse from the Boston White Cross Milk Com- 
pany (R. H. Miller, Superintendent), located in your village, 
we find that a nuisance has been created by discharging skim 
milk and the washings from the milkhouse onto a bank where 
it has run down the bank into a pool of stagnant water, where 
it decomposes, resulting in a great stench, by means of which 
it creates a nuisance. This method of disposing of the refuse 
from the milkhouse should be discontinued. The Local Board 
of Health should take steps to have this nuisance abated. A 
written order to abate it should be served upon the parties creat- 
ing it, giving them a reasonable time in which to do it. We think 
it could be done by a disinfectant made of sulphate of copper 
(blue vitriol), five pounds to ten gallons of water, and chloride 
of lime, five pounds to ten gallons of water, which should be dis- 
solved in wooden vessels, thoroughly mixed, and plentifully 
applied to the decomposing mass, or the surface of the decom- 
posing mass might be covered with earth.

It was learned that two neat cattle have re- 
cently been slaughtered there which were supposed to have had 
•tuberculosis. None of the blood or other polrtions of such 
animals should be allowed to be discharged into the brook. We 
are informed that all portions of these animals were buried. It 
did not appear that there was anything else about the wastes 
of the slaughter-house that would convey any disease to the 
cattle in the pasture through which the brook runs, and into 
which its washings are discharged.

without delay, of these fire escapes. Ventilation of the hall on 
the third floor should be provided by means of connection with 
the shaft that passes through the room. Electric lights should 
be substituted for the kerosene lamps which are now used for 
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lighting the building. We would further recommend that the 
partition now in the cellar, dividing the building into two separ- 
ate compartments, should be extended up through the building, 
with jSre-proof doors, so that, in case of fire, the building could 
be thus divided.

Dear Doctor: — ^Yours of the 5th at hand. With regard to 
the old well which is being used as a cesspool, I should say that 
it was too near the house to be used for that purpose. The sew- 
age should be carl*ied farther away, and the cesspool should be 
ventilated by a two-inch galvanized iron pipe, which should run 
up as high as the chimneys of the surroimding buildings. I 
think your Local Board should make an order condemning this 
well used for a cesspool as a nuisance, and order it filled up and 
the sewage run into a new one at least twenty-five or thirty feet 
from the house. If I can aid you any further in the matter, I 
should be pleased to do so. 

I do not think that in a village like yours the brook should 
be used for the discharge of sewage. A better way would be to 
put in subsoil drainage; that is, have a cesspool which is a set- 
tling tank and a second one near that into which the sewage 
from the first is siphoned when it reaches a certain height. Prom 
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the second a pipe should be laid into which this cesspool would 
discharge, the pipe from it being laid at least fourteen inches 
deep, so that the groimd could be cultivated over it, and laid 
with open joints or smaller pipes running from it, so that the 
contents of it would be discharged into the subsoil.'

Gentlemen: — Having inspected the brook which runs 
through a portion of your village and into which twelve or more 
families discharge their sewage, and having also given a hearing 
to parties interested, we were unable to learn that any sickness 
had been occasioned by reason of this use of the brook, or that 
such use had created a nuisance. We are, however, of the opin- 
ion and would recommend to you that, as it is probable that in 
the near future authority will be given selectmen to build sewers 
in their towns, you form an association for the purpose of con- 
structing a sewer along the course of this brook to take this sew- 
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age, the expense to be assessed upon those who use it. If you 
cannot agree to do this, then all sewer pipes opening into this 
stream should discharge their sewage at a point in this stream 
under low water mark. All obstructions of whatever kind should 
be removed, so that, when the water is low, it should run in a 
single place, thus fixing the places where these pipes should dis- 
charge. 

It should be distinctly understood that any person who 
wishes to discharge his sewage into this stream must comply with 
all regulations made by the Local Board of Health relative to this 
matter. The use of this stream for this purpose is subject to 
future legislation or regulations relative to the pollution of 
waters in this state. It should be further understood that if at 
any time the amount of sewage, or the manner of its discharge 
into this stream, should be such as to create a nuisance, the priv- 
ilege of thus disposing of this sewage would be subject to revo- 
cation. 

You should prohibit the throwing or placing in the stream 
or on the banks of it rubbish or refuse of any and all kinds other 
than the sewage above mentioned. 

The cesspool or well into which the sewage from the house of 
Mr. Gumsey discharges should have a three-inch vent-pipe run- 
ning up above the roof of the barn to take all gases generated in 
said cesspool. 

Our attention was called by a resident on the main road to 
the slaughter-house of Mr. W. C. Scott, which is located on an- 
other brook. It was claimed that offensive odors came down this 
brook, either from the slaughter-house, or from the hog-pen, 
which is located beyond the slaughter-house. We foimd that for 
a considerable distance up this brook from the main road its bed 
was dry. No odors of any kind were perceptible along this 
brook, or at the slaughter-house, which was clean and free from 
filth. Passing on further ifp the hill we came upon the hog-pen. 
Here were foul odors, but tiiese were not noticed until we were 
within fifteen or twenty feet of it. As there were several hog- 
pens on the main road, all within a short distance of where it 
was said the odors were noticed, it seemed probable that they 
came from the nearby pens, rather than from this distant one. 

We recommend that all hogrpens be kept as clean as possi- 
ble by the daily use of dry earth sufficient to absorb all liquid 
matter, and that the animals be given straw sufficient to give 
them a clean, dry bed.

GENTiiEMBN: — From an inspection of the Industrial School 
at Vergennes, made August 12, in company with the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Barss, and the Health Officer of Vergennes, Dr. 
Willard, we would oflfer the following suggestions: 

First, the plumbing of the institution as a whole is poorly 
planned, and, in some parts at least, decidedly defective: for 
instance, some of the closets and bath-rooms have no outside 
light or air, and the fixtures are in places old and the joints de- 
fective. An entirely new system should be planned, though the 
fixtures and pipes now in use may perhaps be partially utilized 
in installing such a new system. The heating plant, we under- 
stand, is already being modernized. 

Second, some provision should be made for artificial ventila- 
tion, especially in the dormitories. Windows will perhaps be 
fair makeshifts' in warm weather, but are not practical in win- 
ter. The present openings in the ceiliujgs are not properly lo- 
cated for getting good results in extracting foul air, and we 
judge they are not properly provided with shafts to the roof 
openings. The foul air vents should be located on the walls 
rather near the floor and connected with flues either heated 
or provided with fans. 

Third, the schoolrooms should conform to the Schoolhouse 
Begulations of this Board. The features of the present arrange- 
ments that seem objectionable are the location of blackboards, 
lack of window shades, heating by stoves and lack of ventilation. 
The window area should be one-fourth of floor space. 

Fourth, this institution should have better hospital facilities. 
It especially needs an isolation hospital. A new structure would 
seem to meet the requirements in this direction better than any 
part of the present building. Sickness, especially of a conta- 
gious nature, is quite apt to find its way into this institution at 
frequent intervals and provision for properly caring for it is a 
prime necessity. 

Fifth, there have recently been five cases of typhoid fever in 
the institution, and we would urge the necessity of taking every 
possible precaution that none of the inmates drink the Vergennes 
City water, either at the institution, or when visiting other 
places where this water is on tap. The new supply for the in- 
stitution from a deep well should be carefully watched, and fre- 
quent analyses made, and until its purity is satisfactorily estab- 
lished, spring water or filtered or boiled water of known purity 
should be furnished in abundance for all persons at the School. 
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We are glad to state that the general appearance of the 
buildings inside as to order and cleanliness is good and the man- 
agement is apparently doing the best possible for the physical 
welfare of the inmates with the facilities at hand.

Gentlemen : — In compliance with a request from a number 
of citizens of your city, we recently visited and inspected that 
portion of Water Street and vicinity where a sewer discharges 
into a small stream which, in summer, becomes dry, or nearly so. 
The sewage thus discharged does, in our opinion, create a nuis- 
ance which the complainants are entitled to have abated. Sec- 
tion 5439 of the Public Statutes clothes the Local Board of 
Health with the power and authority to abate all nuisances. 
Under this authority thus conferred you should serve written 
notice or order upon such persons as your city charter provides 
shall have charge of the sewers of your city, directing them to at 
once take the proper measures of disposing of the sewage which 
is creating this nuisance. Your attention is also called to Sec- 
tions 5438 and 5444 of the Public Statutes. 

In this particular portion of your city we noted two or three 
stables where large piles of manure had accumulated near them. 
You should see that these are immediately removed, and that 
accumulations of like character are not made in the future.

Gentlemen: — By request we have examined the location 
and building just erected by George H. Green, which he intends 
to use as a slaughter-house. Under the laws of this state a 
person can erect any building on land owned by him; if he 
uses it for a lawful purpose and in a proper manner, we know 
of no authority that can interfere with his erection and use of

the same. If, however, at any time he makes unlawful use of 
it, or conducts a business that makes it a nuisance, then the 
Local Board of Health has the authority to abate such nuisance. 
At the present time there is no illegal use of the building, nor 
is there any nuisance there. 

It is suggested that if the cesspool located near this build- 
ing is used to receive the washings from the slaughter-house, 
the contents of it will contaminate the water of certain springs 
in the vicinity. It is apparent that there is a ledge of rocks or 
boulders lying between the cesspool and the springs which pro- 
duces a slight depression in the surface of the ground that 
diverts drainage at this point away from these springs. We 
advise that specimens be taken from these springs to determine 
the character of these waters, so that subsequent analyses of 
these same waters will determine what, if any, effect this cess- 
pool has upon these waters. 

We have informed Mr. Green that the business must be 
conducted in such a manner as not to create a nuisance. Should 
he fail so to do, or if at any time the springs should be con- 
taminated from the cesspool, the Local Board of Health will 
take the necessary steps to abate the nuisance.

Dear Sir: — ^Yours with plans for schoolhouse received. So 
far as I can judge without having fuller knowledge, I should 
think they were very good plans. There is nothing said about 
water-closets, where they are located, or anything of the kind. 
We should want to know with reference to those. A good place 
for them would be under the front porch. I should think for 
a mixed school of different ages the room might accommodate 
35 to 40 pupils. I am not quite sure of the amount of window- 
space to floor-space. The window-space sJwuld be one-fourth the 
floor-space. The method of ventilation is not shown, except that 
there is a flue near the chimney, as I take it, for this purpose, 
but there is no statement with regard to the method of warming 
the building and the introduction of fresh air into the room. 
The blackboards should not be between windows, if it is possible 
to locate them otherwise. If they should be so located, it would

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be necessary to have shades run from the bottom up, so that 
the light could be shut off from that part of the window that is 
near the blackboard. 

Enclosed you will find a circular marked with the things 
that must be complied with. We should be pleased to have 
information upon the points above noted.

Gentlemen: — ^An inspection of the basement of Eajstman's 
livery stable in your village revealed the fact that the manure 
and other refuse from the stable is thrown into this basement 
where a considerable number of swine are kept. It was stated 
that this offal was usually removed weekly — ^never allowed to 
remain more than a month. The keeping of swine, especially 
in any considerable numbers, unavoidably does vitiate the air 
and gives rise to odors that prove a discomfort to persons in 
such proximity as to be annoyed by them, and thus becomes a 
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nuisance. A nuisance may be defined as ** anything that works 
or causes injury, damage, hurt, inconvenience, annoyance, or dis- 
comfort to one in the enjoyment of his legitimate and reasonable 
rights of person or property." If we are correctly informed 
the charter of your village forbids the keeping of swine within 
village limits. See Article VIII, Section 1. Hence we would 
recommend that when, in your village, swine are kept in such 
numbers or in such filthy conditions as to annoy adjacent 
residents by reason of noxious odors, the keeping of the same 
should be prohibited.

Dear Doctor: — An inspection of the school building in the 
village of Hardwick disclosed the fact that it is without any 
system of ventilation. Apparently a ventilating flue of suffi- 
cient capacity to remove the foul air from every room has been 
provided, if a proper system were installed — a room of sufficient 
size to contain a stack of steam pipes over which fresh air from 
outside the building could be conducted. When this air is 
warmed to a sufficient degree, it should then be conducted 
through the pipes to the various rooms of the building. The 
registers admitting this air to the various rooms should be near 
the top and of good size, in rooms 25 x 30 feet at least 18 x 24 
inches. If these pipes conveying the hot air pass up the ventilat- 
ing shaft and do not warm it sufficiently to make a good draft, 
a coil of steam pipes should be installed for this purpose. For 
the purpose of removing the foul air a register of larger capacity 
should be placed in the shaft near the floor of the room. Each 
of these registers should be such that the teacher could easily 
control both the incoming hot air and the out-going vitiated air. 

The toilet room for the boys (if they are to remain in the 
basement) should be moved to the south side where sunshine 
can be admitted. A special ventilating shaft should be provided 
to remove the foul air from these closets. 

The number of pupils in a room should be so regulated that 
each pupil would have from 200 to 300 cubic feet of air space 
and 20 square feet of surface area ; the quantity of fresh, warm 
air should be at least 30 cubic feet per minute. The windows 
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should be numerous and large enough to equal one-fourth the 
floor space. The ladders provided to be used as fire escapes 
should be removed and replaced by iron stairs.

Gentlemen: — Having inspected the facilities for caring 
for the sewage of the schoolhouse in Gageville, we would sug- 
gest that you do one of two things : Put in two large cesspools 
in the rear of the building (one for settling tank; one to dis- 
tribute sewage), laying some pipes under ground to be con- 
nected with the pipe that would regulate its overflow should 
there be any. This cesspool would have to be down very deep 
in order to have the closets empty into it, if they were in the 
basement of the building. You would also have to build a ven- 
tilating shaft up through the roof for the closets. The alterna- 
tive would be to grade what little ground you have and remove 
the outhouse you now have, putting up two in its place, one for 
boys with a urinal in it, one for the girls, both of a larger 
capacity. These should be twenty feet from the building, should 
not be under the same roof, and should be separated by a high, 
tight board fence. They should be provided with boxes as 
receivers, which can be drawn away by a horse and contents 
disposed of. 

You should employ a janitor and pay him sufficiently so 
that he could and would give sufficient attention so that he could 
take every care necessary. 

You should provide a large quantity of disinfectant made 
as follows: — Five pounds of chloride of lime dissolved in five 
gallons of water, five pounds of blue vitriol (sulphate of copper) 
dissolved in five gallons of water, each in a separate receptacle; 
when dissolved turn them together. Once each day the janitor 
should use one quart in each closet, as well as keep the contents of 
the receivers covered with dry earth or ashes. The urinal should 
be scrubbed and disinfected each day.

Please give attention to the condition of all toilet rooms along 
your line and see that they are put in a sanitary condition.

Dear Doctor: — ^While in your city on December 10 my 
attention was directed to a sewer that discharged its contents 
on to the surface of the ground near the residence of Mr. D. M. 
Green. The sewage thus discharged was frozen, hence did not 
emit any odor. However, when the spring opens we do not see 
how this can fail to be a nuisance especially offensive to the 
senses, vitiating the air and thus detrimental to the health of 
persons dwelling in the vicinity. Immediate steps should be 
taken to have this sewer connect with some nearby sewer already 
laid. 

Attention was also given to the large number of typhoid 
fever cases which now exist in a section of your city. It was 
learned that in September, or early in October, two cases of this 
disease were imported into the city. We cojild not learn that 
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the discharges from these two eases were disinfected before they 
found their way into the sewers which discharge into ** Stevens 
Brook." The streets near and parallel to the brook, as well 
as others on the west side, are where the fever has continued to 
prevail. When the continued drouth caused your usual water 
supply to fail it appears that wells formerly used were resorted 
to by the residents, especially in this section of the city. An 
analysis of the water of these wells shows pollution and the 
presence of the colon bacillus. The water in these wells is 
evidently in a measure dependent upon the water in Stevens 
Brook; hence, when bacilli of any kind find their way into the 
water of this brook they will be found in the water of these 
wells. The use for domestic purposes of water from wells thus 
contaminated should be prohibited. The water now being 
pumped from the bay does not show the presence of bacilli and 
is a safer water to use than the water from the wells. However, 
while your city is dependent for its supply on the water from the 
bay, we would advise that so much of it as is used for domestic 
purposes should be boiled. The fact that Stevens Brook with its 
sewage empties into the bay, although at some distance from 
your intake, makes it possible that a thaw causing temporarily 
a great increase in the volume of water in the brook might create 
a current that would take some of the polluted water of the 
brook near enough to the intake to aflfect the purity of this 
supply. 

Your district nurses who, we are informed, are giving their 
attention to the cases now ill, should be instructed to repeatedly 
urge that every precaution be taken to prevent further infection 
from the polluted water. To this end they should insist that all 
the water used by those they visit should be boiled ; that all dis- 
charged from the patients should be thoroughly and faithfully 
disinfected and buried in a trench dug for this purpose. These 
precautions should be most carefully taken, in order to prevent 
further infection.

Gentlemen: — ^Whereas, the State Board of Health has 
learned that the sources from which you have been furnishing 
water to the patrons of your company in the village of White 
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River Junction has partially failed ; and that in order to supply 
this deficiency and restore the volume of water necessary for the 
use of such patrons, you have introduced a pipe into the water 
of the White Eiver above the White River Bridge in the village 
of White River Junction and intend to pump the water of this 
river into your reservoir and pipes. Hence, you are hereby noti- 
fied that the State Board of Health finds and is of the opinion 
that the water proposed to be taken from the White River at 
the point above indicated, is so contaminated, unwholesome and 
impure, that the use thereof for domestic purposes would en- 
danger the public health. 

Therefore, under the authority of Section 1 of Act No. 115 
of the Acts of the General Assembly of Vermont of 1902, as 
amended by Section 1 of Act No. 139 of the Acts of 1904, and of 
Section 5496 of the Public Statutes of Vermont, you are hereby 
prohibited from using any water taken from the above described 
source for domestic purposes in any way until, in the opinion of 
the State Board of Health, such danger has ceased.

REPORT OP TYPHOID FEVER IN MOSCOW. 

My Dear Miss Gill : — It was found on examination of the 
Pleasant View House and its surroundings at Moscow, that 
there were on the second floor two bathrooms with set bowl and 
closet; on the third floor, a slop drain, all of which are trapped 
and connected with drain or sewer in cellar; also a set wash 
bowl in front hall and two sinks, one in kitchen and one in 
pantry, on first floor. These are trapped before entering the 
sewer, which has two traps in cellar, one from each bathroom 
or system. The cellar is under the whole house, well lighted, all 
windows and bulkhead door are kept open in summer. It was 
dry and free from refuse and rotten timber. There was, how- 
ever, a leak in the main trap, which emitted an ordor of sewer 
gas. This sewer runs to the river about five rods distance, there 
is a fall of about thirty-five or forty feet. 

The washing water is emptied onto the ground on the back 
side of the house, next to the river, and owing to the steepness 
of the bank, it runs rapidly off. There is not any earth closet 
or privy on the premises. 
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The water supply is a spring about one-hundred rods from 
the house. What are known as **pump logs" were used a por- 
tion of the way and a portion of the way lead pipe, to carry 
the water from the spring to the house. Apparently there were 
two sources of possible contamination; first, in one of the logs, 
there was an opening, second, in the pipe where it passed through 
«n old well, which was open and part full of refuse. This open- 
ing in the pipe allowed the entrance of foul waste from the 
well. 

An examination of a specimen of the water supply taken 
October 20th, 1908, did not show any Colon bacilli, although in 
a specimen taken two weeks before they were present. The 
chemist remarked, "this water has in the past received some 
slight contamination, but it is well filtered and apparently safe 
at present." The "pump logs" have since been replaced by 
lead pipe and the leak in the sewer trap repaired. 

It would seem that probably there were two sources from 
which infection might have arisen. The escape of the sewer 
gas from the leaky trap in the sewer and the contamination of 
the water supply from the hole in the pipe as it passed through 
the "old well." 

We are informed that thorough repairs have been made 
and every precaution taken to prevent a recurrence of these 
sources of contamination. We shall have another examination 
made of both the premises and of the water supply, and shall 
be pleased to inform you of the result.

Dear Sir: — ^A complaint has been lodged in this office, in 
relation to the sanitary conditions of a house owned by you, 
situated in East Granville, this state, and now occupied by D. 
M. Burton. An inspection of the house and premises developed 
the following facts: The well from which the supply of water 
is taken for domestic use in the family occupying the house, is 
in the cellar, that it is simply a "hole" scooped out; that the 
waste water from the house is discharged onto the ground 
within eleven feet from the well, that the privy is twenty-four 
feet away and the bam thirty-five feet away. An analysis of 
the water from the well shows contamination and the presence 
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of Colon Bacilli. This contamination apparently comes from 
the discharge from the sink-drain, privy or bam, probably all 
of these may combine to produce such contamination and pollu- 
tion of water. Such impure water is dangerous to the health 
of persons, if used for drinking, or other domestic purposes. 

A reasonable time in which to secure a pure supply will be 
granted before we prohibit the use of water from the well, until 
that time, all water used from the well must be boiled. The 
waste from the house should be provided for in such a way as 
not to create a nuisance. The whole place should be put in a 
sanitary condition.

Deab Doctor: — ^Having visited your village for the purpose 
of investigating the character of the eruptive disease that has 
been prevalent for the past few weeks, we have to report that, 
after visiting three cases, one having existed three, one seven 
days and one between two and three weeks, and subsequently 
meeting Doctors Clough, 0. D. Green, and yourself, all of whom 
have treated some of the cases it appears from the description of 
the medical men, that all the cases have presented a marked 
uniformity in there general symptoms, including the eruption 
that has been present in all the cases, we are of the opinion that 
which they have fortunately been of a mild type, they are gen- 
uine cases of Scarlatina, and must be subjected to the rules and 
regulations of isolation and quarantine, prescribed for the con- 
trol and prevention of its spread. It must be kept in mind 
that a mild case may give rise to a malignant one with all the 
disastrous results that so frequently follow. It was for this 
reason that when the first cases were reported as being among 
school children this Board directed you to close the schools for 
a time and disinfect the school building. The quarantine should 
be "full and strict*' and in all cases should not be raised until 
desquamation is completed. 

Apparently you have faithfully instituted and maintained 
such quarantine. Should you neglect to do so, you will recall 
that you will be subject to the penalty prescribed by law. The 
same is true in the case of all communicable diseases, if the head 
of a family in which a case occurs, fails to report it or a physi- 
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cian who suspects that a case to which he is called is one of a 
communicable disease, neglects to report such case, they are 
liable to a similar penalty.

Dear Doctor: — A careful inspection of the school-house and 
grounds, in the village of Chester was made on the 26th. 

Apparently the town has out-grown the accammodation 
which this building provides. The grounds upon which the 
pupils can take outdoor exercise, are insuflScient for the number 
attending school in the building. The importance of the physi- 
cal development of school children is everywhere recognized as 
especially essential to proper mental training. The building is 
entirely inadequate for the number of pupils crowded into it. 
The floor space, the light, the cubic air space are all deficient. 
There is practically no ventilation. The basement is unsanitary ; 
the toilet rooms are small without ventilation ; the laboratory is 
without the necessary ventilation, or suflScient light ; the wooden 
floor should be replaced by cement and more suitable rooms 
should be provided for the laboratory and toilet rooms. The 
same is true of the school rooms, which do not meet the require- 
ments in any particular of a sanitary school room. Immediate 
steps should be taken to make such addition to the grounds and 
the buildings as will make it a proper sanitary building in every 
way. New floors, new desks, and increased accommodatons, in- 
cluding cloak rooms, and recitation rooms. It is probable that 
a new building would be more satisfactory and probably no 
more expensive than an attempt to repair and add to the pres- 
ent one. We should advise that you employ an architect to de- 
termine as to the most satisfactory course to be pursued. 

At this time we shall not prohibit the use of the building 
for school purpnoses, but do suggest that a change be made by 
having the pupils of the grammar school occupy the room now 
occupied by the primary pupils, the pupils of that grade being 
placed in tiie grammar school room. This will equalize in some 
measure the air space for these grades. The seats should be 
changed so that the light shall come over the back and left. The 
continued use of the building in its present condition being based 
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upon the understanding that either this building shall be put in 
a sanitary condition, satisfactory to this board, or that a new 
building conforming to sanitary regulations shall be provided 
with as little delay as possible.

^both the sink drain and the water closet appears on the surface 
of the ground just in front of the bam, runs down leading toward 
Mr. Lord's house, discharges into a ditch beside the road, disap- 
pearing in the grass land sloping toward the railroad ; that it is 
filthy and omits bad odors. This nuisance should not be per- 
mitted to exist, but should be abated by Mr. Bickers. You will 
reqiure him to lay a proper tile sewer by means of which this 
offensive sewage may be disposed of, either by connecting with 
a private sewer already existing along the road between Mr.

Dear Doctor: — The plans for heating and ventilating the 
proposed City Hall of Montpelier were received and with the 
Sanitary Engineer of our Board, we have considered them and 
have to report as follows : 

We are unable to determine the amount of direct radiation 
as the size of the windows is not stated and no elevation of the 
building being furnished. Approximate computation based on 
the cubic contents of the rooms indicate that the allowance is 
sufficient. We would call attention to the indirect stack located 
in the *'Coal Bunker'' in the basement, personal experience 
causes the statement that unless you make the casing absolutely 
air tight, coal dust will be delivered into the Council Room. In 
this room the circulation is likely to be poor at the inner end of 
the room as both the fresh air inlet and the foul air exhaust are 
at the outside wall. The success of the system to be used in the 
Auditorium will depend entirely upon the efficiency of the ''Vctc- 
uum Ventilators' * to remove the required amount of air through 
the exhaust ducts. In that case a fan might be utilized to secure 
this. A clause should be inserted in the contract and specifica- 
tions for the heating and ventilating system, requiring a guaran- 
tee that the system meet the regulations of the State Board of 
Health, the same to be determined by tests made imder the 
direction of the Board. 

If the Auditorium is to be used to its full capacity the fire 
escape provision is not sufficient. In addition to that already 
provided there should be two stand pipes, one at each end of the 
hall, with hose connection and seventy-five feet of approved hose. 
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A copy of the Regulations of this Board are herewith 
attached and made a part of this report.

^he State Board of Health having examined the school- 
house and two outhouses located at North Clarendon Village, 
also Ihe schoolhouse and outhouse in the SpaflPord District so- 
called, condemn the same as unfit for occupation or use. Now 
therefore you will see that the same are repaired and their sani- 
tary condition approved by this board before said buildings are 
again occupied or used. A copy of the regulations promulgated 
by this board relating to the construction of schoolhouses and 
other public buildings is herewith enclosed.

Gentlemen : — I have before me the report of the Inspector, 
who visited your village sometime since and took samples of the 
water, which have been examined at the laboratory with the fol- 
lowing result: 

The spring near railroad, E. S. Belknap is good water; all 
right. From the tap at the school house, high free ammonia 
suggesting decaying vegetation ; no evidence of dangerous pollu- 
tion. 

The tap at the South Royalton House has very high bac- 
terial matter and suggests surface drainage. This probably 
could be corrected. No evidence of dangerous pollution. 

That at the spring of Mrs. Vial shows previous contamina- 
tion, probably from old soil. 

The same from the well at the town pump. 

Also the same from Mrs. Ellis's spring. 

These all have very high chlorine and high nitrates. I 
should be afraid of these waters unless there was some change 
in them. Of course in your village as everywhere else, you 
must first have a water supply si^cient to flush your sewers 
before putting them in. When you have a source from which 
you think you might procure a sufficient supply of pure water 
for the purpose of your village and its growth, we will have 
an analysis made of that and determine whether that would be 
satisfactory or not. Then you can submit your plans for 
bringing that to your town and we will decide upon this. 

Anything further that we can do to help you we shall be 
glad to do.

Dear Sir: — ^Plans for the remodelling of your Central 
School Building are received. I notice you do not state how 
many pupils are likely to be accommodated in each room, but 
I take it not over forty, and perhaps not as many. The size 
of the window glass if I understand it correctly is put down 
at 24 sq. ft., five or six of these windows in a room. If this 
is correct, it would not give a sufficient amount of light. The 
light as you will see by the circular enclosed, and made a part 
of this letter, should be one-fourth of the floor i^ace. 

On the second story I notice there is only one exit provid- 
ed down the stairs for emptying the room. It will require a 
fire-escape at the other end from one of the windows. 

In your contract with builders or furnishers you should 
have a section requiring them to conform to the ReguMions 
of the Board, which I have marked particularly. 

The indirect method of heating is all right. Of course 
you will not furnish any plans with reference to that except 
I notice the ventilating flues, one on each side and a flue for 
bringing in the hot air. So far as they go, they are all right. 
Be sure and observe the Regulations marked on the enclosed 
circular.

Gentleimen: — ^An inspection of the Bennington County 
Court House and Jail, made at your request, August 5th, 1909, 
shows the following conditions: 

The County Building is located on South Street between 
two other buildings, the walls of which on either side are only 
eight feet from the Court House walls at the farthest, and in 
front, the walls of the buildings are separated only four feet. 

On the first floor of the County Building are located the 
offices, vaults, and toilet rooms of the County Officers, in the 
rear of which are the jail, and the necessary domestic rooms 
for the jailer and his assistants. It may be stated here that 
no part of the lower floor of this building receives sunlight ex- 
cepting from the front. The offices have a close and rather 
musty odor, undoubtedly largely due to lack of sunshine and 
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fresh air. They are crowded with records and necessary fur- 
nishings, and are apparently too small for the uses to which 
they are put. Back of the oflSces are two toilet-rooms; one of 
these is equipped with a tin or galvanized iron urinal, supplied 
with a faucet of running water. This is unsanitary. This 
toilet-room has a dark water-closet. On the opposite side of 
the hall is another dark water closet. Both these closets are 
of the open washout style. They are lacking seat-vents, and 
the traps underneath are not vented. When frequently used 
these closets are sure to become foul, and the odors therefrom 
must reach other parts of the building. It may be stated here 
that the main soil-pipe in the cellar also lacks a running trap, 
and that the plumbing in the building as a whole is old and 
unsafe. 

The jail, located in the rear of the building on this floor, 
is a room about 30x35x16 feet. It is supplied with very dim 
light by windows located high up in the walls, each about 2 1-2 
x4 1-2 feet in size. There is no provision for introducing 
fresh air or removing foul. The room is heated by steam 
pipes. In the middle of this room is a block of cells two tiers 
high, masonry below and steel above. This block contains 
seven cells, four of which are below, and three in the second 
tier. Each one of the cells measures 7x5x6 1-2 feet. There 
is no ventilation of these cells. Each cell has hammock-cots, 
one or two; where two are necessary, one is placed above the 
other. In the rear of this block of cells, and separated by a 
partition, are two water-closets, both dilapidated and poorly 
plumbed. In the comer on one side is also a sink of running 
water. One comer of this jail room including one cell and 
one water-closet, is partitioned off for the use of female pris- 
oners. This jail was apparently planned to accommodate, at 
most, seven prisoners. We are told by the present sheriff that 
he has had at times seventeen prisoners, and as many as ten or 
twelve for a month at a time. This jail is unsanitary in every 
essential. Human beings should never be confined in dark un- 
ventilated quarters for any length of time. There should be 
provision made for lighting this room, for introducing fresh 
air, and removing foul, for separating the sexes, and the nec- 
essary attendants for each sex, and there should be entirely 
new plumbing and plumbing fixtures. 

The upper story of this building is approached by a wind- 
ing staircase. The front part of the second floor contains 
three rooms each equipped with beds, occupied we are told by 
the sheriflf, and other officials. When the court is in session we 
understand these rooms are used for other purposes by attor- 
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neys and others. The court-room is fairly well lighted, but has 
no provision for ventilation except that provided by windows. 

In view of the foregoing, we would respectfully make the 
following recommendations: 

1st: — The necessity for increasing the size of the building to 
meet the obvious requirements, make a change of site apparent- 
ly necessary. We ftherefor recommend that such a change be 
made where ample room may be secured for light and air. 

2nd: — The main outside doors of the building should be 
changed to swing outward, and the main stair-way should be 
changed to conform to the Eegulations promulgated by this 
Board. 

3rd: — ^A new g^em of heating and ventilation should be 
installed, sufficient to hea/t and ventilate all the rooms in the 
building, including the jail. If steam is utilized for this pur- 
pose it should be by the indirect method, and an exhaust-fan 
should be installed for the purpose of removing the foul air. 

4th : — ^All the plumbing in the building should be thoroughly 
overhauled, and new put in where necessary, and also new fix- 
tures. 

5th: — ^A larger jail and more cell room, are imperative, to 
meet the needs of your county. The confinement of ten or 
twelve prisoners for a month or more at a time, in the present 
jail room, with the necessary "doubling up'' in the cells at 
night is a crime from a sanitary standpoint. 

You are respectfully referred to Sees. 5416, 5417 and 5443 
in connection with this report. 

A copy of the Regulations of this board relating to lighting, 
heating and ventilation of public buildings, also a copy of our 
Plumbing Regulations are hereby attached. 

A copy of this report is sent to the assistant judges of your 
county, in care of the County Clerk.

Dear Doctor : — Having made a careful inspection of Long 
Point, we have to report as follows: — ^We found the dry closets 
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or privies in a grossly unsanitary condition, and we believe that 
they are a nuisance, dangerous to the public health. We there- 
fore order that all dry closets be removed and none allowed upon 
the "point'': that flush closets be substituted for them; that 
each closet be connected with a sewer pipe which shall take all 
slops from the kitchen, as well as the closets and discharge their 
contents into the lake at least twenty-five feet from shore at low 
water mark ; that all connections with sinks and closets be made 
according to the plumbing regulations of this Board, a copy of 
which is hereunto afiBxed; that Mr. R. D. Booth of Ferrisbui^, 
the agent of the owners of the land, provide a reservoir of 
water, as he has proposed, upon the highest place on this point 
of land to supply water for the use of persons having flush 
closets in the cottages, the tank to be supplied with water from 
the lake taken not less than fifty feet from the shore at low 
water mark. This water not to be used for drinking or cooking 
purposes. Water for the last two purposes must be procured 
from a source approved by this Board as being suitable for 
such uses. 

The removal of the afore mentioned privies and the in- 
stallation of the sewer and water tank, which is to furnish the 
water for use in the flush closets shall be duly installed on or be- 
fore July 1st, 1910. This permission to discharge this sewage 
into the lake is granted until further notice. If at any time in the 
opinion of this Board, it creates a nuisance, or the lake is 
ordered to be cleared of its pollution, either by legislation or 
otherwise, this order shall cease to be of any effect. 

Garbage cans or other movable containers with covers fitting 
tightly so as not to allow of the admission of flies, shall be pro- 
vided by each cottage and the contents taken away to be dis- 
posed of in a way satisfactory to the Local Health Officer.

Deab Dootos: — The order relative to the sanitation of "Long Point" 
dated Sept. 18, 1909 is hereby modified by the following. In this order 
providing that the water used for domestic purposes should be furnished 
from approved sources from wells or springs in the vicinity is revoked, as on 
examinations at the laboratory of samples of such waters, none are found 
to be of such purity as make them acceptable. 

The lake water in its best condition is of fairly satisfactory character. 
The water around the Point may under certain conditions of the wind and 
resulting currents become affected by the silt and clay of the shore south 
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of the Point, by the discharge from Lewis Creek, Little Otter Creek and 
Otter Creek with its sewage. In addition there will be the pollution, during 
the summer, from the sewage of the cottages. The depth of water near 
the Point is so great and the consequent dilution will be so large that the 
water off the end of the Point ought never to become seriously contaminated 
but will not be safe to use for domestic purposes without some treatment. 
This should be done to remove any matter in suspension whether from 
sewage, from clay or silt; the water should also be rendered free from any 
possible disease germs. The first of these can be readily accomplished by 
passing the water rapidly through an ordinary sand filter; the second, if 
found necessary, could be taken care of by the addition to the water of a 
small amount of bleach. 

We therefore recommend that you take the water off from the north- 
west end of the Point, not less than 150 feet from low water mark and 
then give it such a treatment as may be found necessary to render it satis- 
factory. The sewage from the cottages on the west side should be brought 
as far south as possible before discharging into the lake in order to keep 
it as far as possible from the water intake. 

We further recommend that a committee of the cottagers take charge 
of the matter and work out the details of the plan. We shall be pleased 
to consult with and advise with your committee or others. 

The time for completion of the foregoing removal of the privies and 
the installation of the necessary sewer, water tank and filter is extended 
ten days.

Dear Doctor: — ^We have been over the water shed supply- 
ing Berlin Pond, from which Montpelier draws its water sup- 
ply and are satisfied that you are in great danger of having a 
contaminated supply which might result in a very serious epi- 
demic in your city. The danger comes from two sources: The 
isolated houses along the brooks that supply the water and along 
the border of the pond and its outlet, as well as the reservoir. 
The greatest danger is probably at Berlin Comers where there 
are an aggregation of houses, from which contamination might 
find its way into the pond or brook and thus pollute the water 
system. One case of typhoid fever coming from some other 
town or state, person being slightly ill, perhaps a walking case, 
it might not have any physician to diagnose, no care being taken 
of the excretia, would very likely contaminate the whole system. 
Until your city gets control of all these places and removes 
the buildings, this is very likely to occur, so that in the 
meantime you should have your policemen examine the premises 
frequently and see that they are kept in a perfectly sanitary 
condition, especially the closets. You should also have him keep 
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well informed with regard to any sickness that occurs in these 
houses, so that the character of it may be determined at once 
and not have an interval of sickness without knowing what it 
is.

The discharging of sewage into a 
cesspool gives more or less trouble and there is always more 
or less danger connected with that. Also in discharging it 
upon the ground it is very apt to create a nuisance, and the 
law is so explicit, I think we shall have to require that you 
insist upon (Ul persons connecting with the sewer.

Dear Sir: — I have gone over the plans of your school 
building with the engineer of our Board. The first thing 
is that the front door is only three feet four inches wide 
while it should be at least four feet; no exit is provided for 
the second floor and fire escapes should be provided for the 
other end of the room. The width of the stairway from the 
first to the second floor is not given, but should conform to 
the width as specified in our building circular. While you 
say the building is to be heated by direct steam radiation 
according to the specifications, no heating plans have been sub- 
mitted. The statement that the building shall be heated to 70 
degrees in zero weather, amounts to nothing unless a bond 
is given by your contractor to cover that purpose. There is 
but little provision made for the ventilation of the building; 
there is no apparent provision for admitting fresh air to any 
room in the building. If you put in the radiators which are 
called direct indirect, which admits fresh air from the out- 
side directly under the radiator, that would probably answer 
the purpose. Vents are provided for the removal of the foul 
air which leads from the different* rooms to a common duct to 
the belfry; these ducts take the air two feet below the ceiling 
instead of at the fioor level where they should be. These 
duct means must be heated otherwise there would be no cir- 
culation through them, and as much cold air would come in 
as foul air would go out, or more. No size is given but these 
ducts should be of ample size to extend to the fioor level, not 
coming into the fioor itself. 

The same is true of the vents in the toilet rooms. They 
should not be in the fioor or ceiling, and you should see that 
some way is provided for wanning these ducts so they will 
work. 

The windows are about two feet and three quarters from 
the ceiling instead of being finished as close as possible as re- 
quired by our regulations. 

When you have changed your plans to conform to the 
regulations on circular which you have in your hands, we 
can then approve, but we cannot approve as the conditions are 
at present.

Dear Sm: — ^An investigation of the sanitary conditions of 
your school building made yesterday resulted as follows : — 

The building is an exceedingly good one and well adapt- 
ed for the purposes for which it was erected and is in good 
sanitary condition. It is however, overcrowded. The pupils 
in the lower grades should have not less than 250 cubic feet of 
air space and the higher grade from 275 to 300. We will not 
at this time make an order reducing the number of pupils in 
the room, but suggest that you call the attention of the school 
authorities to this condition and most urgently recommend 
them to find some means of reducing the number of pupils in 
the various rooms so as to give each pupil the number of 
cubic feet of air space that this Board requires in its Rules 
and Regulations relating to school-houses. This is a matter 
of great importance. The compelling of children to sit through 
a school session in impure vitiated air reduces their vitality 
rendering them more susceptible to any of the communicable dis- 
eases, as well as to render them dull and stupid thus interfer- 
ring with their ability to perform the tasks required of them 
as pupils of the school. This overcrowding did not occasion the 
outbreak of diphtheria which has recently occurred among 
the pupils of this school. This disease is produced by a germ 
and you cannot have this disease unless you have the germ 
any more than you can raise potatoes by planting corn. The 
lad in whom the first case developed was very likely somewhat 
dibilitated and receiving the germ from some other unrecogniz- 
able case, developed the disease. We understand that his 
teacher noticed on Tuesday that he did not appear well, hence, 
sent him home so malignant was the disease that he died the 
followmg Friday, the peculiar membrane having developed in 
his nose, throat and in the larynx or windpipe. The boys sit- 
ting near him or his playfellows contracted the disease from 
him. Before the school is opened the whole building should 
be thoroughly fumigated; the woodwork washed with an ap- 
proved antiseptic after which the sessions of school can be re- 
sumed. However, you should for the first few days have all 
pupils examined so as to be sure that none return to school 
bringing* infection with them. During our visit, we were in- 
formed tiiat the sewers of your village are intended to dis- 
charge into the river much as we depreciate this manner of 
disposing of sewage, until such time as the streams are ordered 
to be cleared of their pollution, all sewers that are intended

to discharge into a stream should do so under low water mark 
and not onto the ground near or on the banks of such stream.

Dear Doctor: — I desire to call your attention to the report 
made upon your school house June 8, 1907. If you will recall 
the matter, you will remember that there were three houses that 
not only did not comply with the regulations of this Board, but 
if they have not been put in a sanitary condition in compliance 
with the recommendations at that time, we shall be obliged to 
condemn them for further use until such time as the recommen- 
dations are complied with. In each house the pupils should have 
at least 250 cubic feet of air space for each pupil and at least 20 
square feet of fioor space, each, while the window space must 
be sufficient to represent one-fourth the floor space. You will 
further recall the fact that we advised you to consider if it 
would not be more economical, as well as add to the efficiency of 
your schools, to select a suitable site and erect a new two or 
three-room building, which would meet all the requirements for 
the better accommodation of the pupils and their sanitary sur- 
roundings. It should have at least a reasonable amount of 
space around it as a playground for the children. I enclose a 
circular upon the regulations of our Board relative to public 
buildings.

Dear Sir: — ^Yours relative to the schoolhouse question was 
received at a time when I was exceedingly busy with our epidemic 
of small pox. I find that on June 8, 1907, I wrote to the school 
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directors of Eden, after having made an examination of three 
of their school buildings, the one at Eden Mills and two on the^ 
''Branch Koad" on the way to Hyde Park, that I advised that 
they should be repaired so as to conform to the Rules and Regula- 
tions of this Board relative to school houses, or that they should 
build one new building which would accommodate the three 
schools. As nothing has been done, we shall be under the neces- 
sity of issuing an order forbidding the use of the buildings for 
school purposes until they are made to conform to the regulations 
of the Board. Before doing this we will delay the order for a 
little, giving your people an opportunity to say, if they desire, 
why such an order should not be issued.

of such patrons you have introduced a pipe into the water of the 
White River above the White River Bridge in the village of 
White River Junction and intend to pump the water of this river 
into your reservoir and pipes. Hence, you are hereby notified 
that the State Board of Health finds and is of the opinion that 
the water proposed to be taken from the White River at the 
point above indicated, is so contaminated, unwholesome and 
impure, that the use thereof for domestic purposes would 
endanger the public health. 

Therefore, under the authority of Section 1 of Act No. 115 
of the Acts of the General Assembly of Vermont of 1902, as 
amended by Section 1 of Act No. 139 of the Acts of 1904, and of

H. L. Thomson, Food Chemist, asked for an increase in 
salary to $1,000. After careful consideration this was declined. 

Charges having been made and the removal of Qealth 
OfScer, H. B. Sargent of Brighton requested. The Board (Drs. 
Caverly and Holton) held a session in Island Pond, July 29, 
when the selectmen presented and examined numerous witnesses 
to substantiate their charges.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 107 



RULES AND REGULATIONS PROMULGATED BY 
THE STATE BOARD OP HEALTH— VERMONT. 

To prevent the pollution of the Water Supply of the City 
of Rutland, the State Board of Health, by virtue of the author- 
ity vested in said Board by the laws of the State of Vermont, 
hereby make and promulgates the following rules, regulations 
and orders: 

All persons are prohibited from discharging into the Men- 
don Branch of East Creek and its tributary streams or upon 
their banks, or upon lands draining into said waters, any human 
excrement, house sewage, drainage from bam yards and pig 
pens, or any other refuse or polluting matter tending to 
corrupt or impair the -quality of said waters for drinking pur- 
poses; and from maintaining any dry closets, where the sur- 
face drainage is towards said streams, unless daily disinfected 
by dry earth, ashes, or chloride of lime in sufficient quantity 
to fully cover the deposis therein. 

Violations of these rules, regulations and orders will sub- 
ject persons to the penalty of the law.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR. 

To the State Board of Health : 

Gentlemen : — I herewith present in tabular form the work of 
the Laboratory of Hygiene for the calendar years 1908 and 1909. 

The legislature of 1908 responded to our plea for more 
appropriation by increasing the total from twelve to fifteen 
thousand dollars per annum. This increase has permitted us to 
move into more commodious quarters and care for the ever- 
increasing work. An examination of the tables will disclose the 
fact that the same continuous growth in work which has been 
evident from the establishment of the institution, has suffered 
no cheek, a total of ten thousand three hundred and ninety-two 
examinations being made in 1909 as against seven thousand 
seven hundred and seventeen in 1907. Some of the increased 
work has resulted from the passage of the milk inspection law 
(No. 119 Act of 1908) making it the duty of the health officer 
of each town to send to the Laboratory of Hygiene, at least 
twice a year, samples of milk from each person carrying on the 
business of selling, supplying or delivering milk or cream from 
house to house. 

The successive resignations of Mr. Horace L. White and Dr. 
L. P. Sprague, have made necessary some chajiges in the 
Laboratory staff. Dr. C. P. Dalton was appointed in June, 1909, 
to the position of medico-legal chemist, made vacant by Dr. 
Sprague 's resignation. The increased work has also made 
necessary the employment of a general assistant in addition to 
the previous staff. 

Provision made by the last legislature for a sanitary inspec- 
tor had added greatly to the efficiency of the Laboratory 
service. While this officer is not strictly a member of the 
laboratory staff, it was thought best to have him make his head- 
quarters here, thus while not otherwise employed, he is able to 
assist in the laboratory and in his capacity of inspector, keeps 
us in closer touch with the food and waiter situation of the state. 
It has long been the conviction of the writer that our analysis 
of various water samples would be of much greater value to those 
for whom they were made, if we might be accurately mformed 
regarding the source and surroundings before making our inter- 
pretations of the analytical findings. The provision of an 
inspector with head-quarters here makes this possible as never 
before. 
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We believe it should be the policy of the institution to 
introduce new laboratory methods useful in the diagnosis of com- 
municable disease as soon as their reliability is thoroughly 
demonstrated. The public diagnosis laboratory can never except 
to a humble extent, be a research laboratory and must depend 
for the devising and proving out of new methods, largely on the 
results of those institutions especially endowed for this purpose. 
Thus we have not up to the present, done any work with the 
Wasserman reaction for syphilis. This test has now demon- 
strated its usefulness and should in my opinion be added to our 
routine work. 

The present laboratory staflf is an efficient and congenial 
one and I have only words of approbation for their careful and 
cheerful work.

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PUBLIC WATER SUPPLIES. 



In the three last reports of the Board, sanitary analysis of the 
public water supplies at the different seasons of the year have 
been published. Although these supplies are still being examined 
regularly, it is thought best to publish in this report, only rep- 
resentative analyses of the different systems. Where there is a 
marked variation at different seasons, two analyses of a supply 
are given. 

The column headed B. Coli gives the results for sewage bac- 
teria during the calendar years of 1908 and 1909, (absent mean- 
ing none of the samples examined showed B. Coli and the terms 
1 in 10 meaning ten samples examined with one showing sewage 
bacteria). 

The city of Burlington has installed a purification plant since 
our last report, filtering the water of Lake Ohamplain by means 
of a mechanical filter. With the exception of a short time in 
1909, the plant has given excellent results. 

Brandon has taken on an additional supply from Mountain 
Springs which has improved the quality of its water, the old 
supply containing much vegetable matter.

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The figures given in this table represent an improvement 
in regard to the holding of meetings by local boards throughout 
the state during the last biennial term, compared with the 
years 1906 and 1907, with which comparisons will be made 
throughout this report. During those years, the number of 
towns that held no meetings was 128, wid the number which 
held meetings was 111. The present report therefore indicates 
a distinct improvement, more towns holding meetings of their 
local boards and fewer failing to do so. The number of meet- 
ings held during the lasrt biennial term was 914 and during 
the previous period 650. 

The legality of much of the health officer's work, «is has 
been developed at our various Health Officers' Schools, depends 
upon action by the full local board. It is therefore very im- 
portant, in fact, imperative, that the health officer's work should 
be in most instances by direction of the full local board. Every 
health officer should keep in close touch with the other members 
of his local board and to this end frequent meetings of that 
board are most desirable. These facts have been so repeatedly 
mentioned in these reports that every health officer in the state 
should be fully informed in these matters. 

2. **Have any changes or improvements been made in your 

a. Water supply? 

b. Sewerage ^stemt 

c. School houses? 

d. Other public buildings?" 

The value of the answers obtained to this question has 
been largely spoiled by the fact that building plans now have 
to be submitted to the State Board of Health instead of the 
local board by reason of a change in statute. New water sup- 
plies are reported at Starksboro, Beadsboro and Weston and 
new sewerage systems at Randolph, West Glover and South 
Royalton. Section 5437, Revised Statutes, provides that the 
health officers shall make sanitary inspection of school houses 
and other public buildings, and report annually to their individ- 
ual towns at the March meeting. In this way, local health 
officials are presumed to keep informed in regard to the condi- 
tion of public buildings in their towns as well as to the changes 
and improvements in the same.

The figures undoubtedly are more nearly correct than any 
similar figures that have ever been collected in the state. In 
other words, contagious diseases are being reported more closely 
and fully by physicians every year and fewer cases escape the 
health oflScer. It will be noted that there were 217 cases of 
small pox in the state, 195 of which occurred in the epidemic 
of 1908 in and around Brattleboro. In the 217 cases reported 
during the biennial term there was but one fatality. There 
were 27 fewer cases of diphtheria and croup reported during 
this biennial term than during the preceding one, and nearly 
twice as many of measles. Of scarlet fever and typhoid fever, 
there were a few more; and of whooping cough, nearly 50% 
fewer.

It will thus be seen that Addison furnished by far the 
largest number of cases of diphtheria and croup. This dis- 
tinction is largely due to the long continued outbreak of diph- 
theria, which occurred in the Industrial School at Vei^ennes. 
Chittenden County also had a large relative number of cases 
of this disease. Of typhoid fever, Essex and Franklin Counties 
show the largest per capita. These tables are of interest, 
inasmuch as they furnish a cue to the eflSciency of the health 
departments in the various counties. The health officer and 
physicians generally have it in their power to largely curtail 
the prevalence of these diseases and when we notice that 441 
out of every 10,000 of the people in a county have measles dur- 
ing a single biennial term; or 318 or 308, it is a distinct reflec- 
tion on the efficiency of the local health departments in the 
various towns of those counties. It is a fair inference that that 
disease was allowed to have pretty much its own way among 
the non immune. 

The origin of outbreaks of infectious diseases during the 
last biennial term points to a laxness of quarantine in many 
places in the state and outside. 
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Scarlet fever outbreaks in various towns were traced to 
exposure at the following places: Canada (3 cases), Bristol 
(2 cases), Glens Palls, N, Y., Boston, Mass. Tarrvtown, N. Y., 
Burlington (2 cases), Massachusetts (2 cases), Monroe, Mass., 
Granville, N. Y., St. Johnsbury, Lyndonville, Sutton, St. George, 
Springfield, Springfield, Mass., Williamstown, Bethel, Brown- 
ington, conductor on B. & M. R. R., Pittsford, Pawlet, Barre 
City, Rutland, Braintree, Advent camp meeting.

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The school house reports for the last bieimial term are not 
more complete than in the past. Exceptionally a health officer 
gives a concise and detailed report of the sanitary condition 
of the school houses in his town; more often these reports are 
defective and incomplete, even in such plain details as the num- 
ber of buildings in use for school purposes and the number 
which have janitors. In a general way it may be stated that 
there is a steady and marked improvement in the states' school 
houses, as regards rudimentary sanitary arrangements. Every 
new building is made to conform to modern rules, and school 
and town officers are calling on the state board of health with 
increasing frequency to exercise their authority under Section 
5418 R. S. to remedy flagrant defects in the sanitary condition 
of the schools.

The somewhat stringent slaughter house regulations issued 
by the State Board under a provision of statute has had the 
effect of improving the conditions existing in these places and 
has likewise reduced their number. 

The last biennial report showed 236 slaughter houses in the 
state, so there is an apparent reduction of 17. 

The disgraceful conditions, which have obtained from 
earliest times in country slaughter houses are beginning to give 
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way to enlightened legislation and official regulation. Conditions 
are even yet far from sanitary in many of these places but the 
increasing enforcement of the present Regulations by health 
officers must work the necessary transformation before many 
years. 

PROSECUTIONS UNDER THE PUBLIC HEALTH 
STATUTES. 

Prosecutions reported by health officers, during 1908 and 
1909 for violations of the health laws were as follows: 
Chittenden County — 6 prosecutions 
2 for depositing dead animals on or near streams. 
2 for misbranding drugs. 
2 for not connecting with street sewers. 

Franklin County — 2 prosecutions, 

1 for failure to report contagious disease. 

1 for removing quarantine notice. 
Washington County — 2 prosecutions, 

1 for leaving dead animal on bam floor. 

1 for removing quarantine notice. 
Windham County — 1 prosecution, 

1 for failure to report contagious disease. 

It will thus be seen that there were eleven prosecutions, in 
which local health boards took the initiation, during 1908 and 
1909. That there were no more is undoubtedly largely due to 
the leniency of most of these local officers; to their desire to 
secure compliance with health laws without resort to legal pro- 
ceedings. 

Eleven prosecutions in a biennial term is a larger number 
than has ever before been reported for a similar term. Many 
other prosecutions have also been started by the State Board for 
offences against the health laws during this term. It is perfectly 
safe to say that many violations of these laws are still allowed 
to go unpunished. This is to be regretted. 

Prosecuting officers in the state do not always show the 
same alacrity or willingness to take up eases of this kind that 
is exhibited in other directions. 

Health laws, it should be insisted, are as important to the 
safety and happiness of the community as game laws or liquor 
laws. Public opinion is being gradually educated to this impor- 
tance and is more and more demanding the same energetic ob- 
servance of them. 

While it is a disagreeable duty, often thankless, to prosecute 
offenders under these laws, it is the only possible method of 
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making a certain element of the community respect them and it 
surely inures to the material benefit of society. 

The vigilant aggressive health officer deserves the fullest 
support and praise from his constituents for undertaking this 
most disagreeable duty and the legal officer who fails to act 
on information or complaints, furnished him by the officer of 
health, is a stumbling block in the path of progress. His failure 
should not be allowed to pass unnoticed. 

We believe that there is a growing tendency for both kind 
of officers, those entrusted with the detection of offences against 
the health laws and those whose duty it is to prosecute offenses 
against all laws, to work in harmony. Health officials should take 
great pains that all their official acts are in strict conformity to 
law and that any complaints they may make are backed by evi- 
dence that may stand the test of the courts. To this end these 
officers should study very carefully the statutes and keep in closs. 
touch with the state's attorneys.

These tables represent an increasing appreciation on the 
part of the health officers of the value of their services, if not 
an increasing appreciation of their value by the public. The 
average wage of the health officers of the state per year for the 
preceding biennial term 1906 and 1907, was $53.60. 

There is probably no better measure of the value of a health 
officer than the pay he receives. If we accept this standard of 
estimate of our health officers work, Chittenden and Windham 
Counties have the best health officers. 

Health officers are not grafters, Vermont health officers 
are altogether too apt to err in the other direction. They are too 
modest in estimating the value of their services, in the face of 
the rigorous economy practiced in the management of town 
affairs. 

The statute prescribes certain limits to their charges and 
it is safe to say that it is usually quite impossible to overstep 
these. The relation which the pay for health service in the 
various counties bears to the grand list is interesting. We are 
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not extravagant in our appropriations for the protection of 

human life and health. Dollar for dollar, Windham and Grand 

Isle Counties are the most liberal. 

Health oflScers must show the people that prevention is 

better than cure: that it does prevent. They mu^ show 

that public health service makes for material prosperity; 

that it pays. 

In this way will they encourage -a further increasing appre- 

cia4:ion of this service, as shown by a steadily increasing com- 
pensation in dollars and cents.
